~Open Sewers Run Through the Streets 
and the Drinking Water Is Contaminat- 
ed—Three Deaths in One Family. 


Diphtheria has fast hold on Harlem, a sub- 
urb populated mainly by Germans, tive miles 
west of the city in Proviso Township. The 
disease made its appearance in June, but-not 
until August did it become epidemic and ma- 
lignant. Trustee August Thode yesterday es- 
timated the deaths at forty, while Undertaker 
A. Wenter said that for the last month funer- 
als had averaged five or six a week. So viru- 
lent is the Scourge that half a dozen cases are 
to be found in a single block, while some fam- 
ilies mourn the loss of threé or more mem- 
bers carried off within the last few weeks. 
The unsanitary condition of the town, both 
as regards sewage and the water supply, is, in 
the opinion of doctors, the cause of the 
scourge. 

The attention of Tax Trrsunsz was called 
to this. state of affairs by a letter received yes- 
terday, which said “ children were dying by 
families of diphtheria,” and alleged that the 
town was “reeking with filth.” 

The first thing a reporter for Tux Trisune 
sajw on arriving at Harlem was a hearse and 
attendant carriages wending their way down 
one of the short streets. It was the funeral of 
Emil Schmidt, a young man taken sick three 
weeks ago with typhoid-fever, who died 
‘Thursday. A group of women stood watch- 
ing the procession, incidentally discussing the 
cases of sickness in their own families.

An inspection of several back yards showed 
the source of supply of the beautiful water to 
be far from sanitary. The majority of the 
wells are shallow, some not more than ten or 


‘fifteen feet deep, with mouths only a few feet 


away from the out-house. To make matters 
worse chickens’ and ducks’ refuse mingling 
with the waste water from the pumps made a 
compound whose stench would putto shame 
the best efforts of Chicago’s river.

Death’s Awful Harvest. 
Among the families worst afflicted is that 


He has lost three children since July, one a 
son of 20 years, a daughter 7 years old, and 
about a month ago a little boy of 4. Another 
son of 18 years is now dangerously 
ill. Five of. his family of nine 
children have been affected. He thinks 
the most direct cause of the spread :-of the 
disease is the neglect.and carelessness of the 
inhabitants in observing, proper quarantine 
regulations. 

Mr. Tiefenthal, his next door neighbor, 
died of diphtheria a week ago.’ Within a 
stone’s throw of his house are several 
Mr. 
Zimmerman, Mr. Lang’s _ brother-in-law, 
buried his 18-year-old daughter last Wednes- 
day. was taken down himself the day follow- 
ing the funeral, and yesterday his little boy, 
10 years old, was stricken with diphtheria in 
its most dangerous form. Mrs. Vogt, a near 
neighbor of Mr. Lang, has buried two children, 
a little boy and a little «girl, within a 
few weeks, She had six children 
altogether and all were sick at one time or 
another. 

The German villagers dislike exceedingly to 
speak of their afflictions and the facts are ob- 
tained only by dint of much questioning. 

Disease of Malignant Form. 


Dr. Lewis of Oak Park, who has had charge 
of. most of the patients, said yesterday: 

“The diphtheria began in Harlem about 
two months ago and has grown rapidly worse 
the last fortnight. It is a very malignant 
form of tile disease and one that is hard to 
cope with successfully. The cause, I think, is 
twofold: Improper sewage, which has con- 
taminated the water of the village, and later, 
carelessness in observing quarantine in regard 
to the patients.”’ 

August Karsten, one of the Board of Trus- 
tees for Hariem, was outspoken in denuncia- 
tion of the want of system in caring for diph- 
theria patients. He favors the strictest meas- 
ures in isolating the sick and in properly 
warning neighbors of the existence of disease 
by placards. 

** We have no ordinances that will authorize 
us in enforcimg these’ precautions,” said 
he, “and several members of the 
board are opposed to passing such 
measures. If something is not done at the 
next meeting, however, I intend to write to 
the State Board of Health for assistance, 
Meanwhile we have done all we can to prevent 
aspread of the disease, The schools were 
closed yesterday and will remain so until all 
danger of the disease’ assuming epidemic 
form is past. 

Bad Drainage the Cause.

line on board the vessel. Then the Adrienne 
started up, but as it did so the line parted, 
and, the sea being heavy, it abandoned the 
effort to rescue the boat. | 

All the tug companies declined to send 
boats tothe Post Boy, owing to the great 
danger of working on a lee shore with a big 
sea running. Any mishap which rendered 
them helpless would have resulted in the 
wrecking of the. tug and the drowning of the 
crew before‘aid could have been seut. Har- 
bormaster Deane made a hard effort to se- 
cure tugs for the risky service, but the uni- 
form reply was that the danger was too great. 
The crew of the Post Boy, 1t was said, could 
be taken off by the life-saving crew without 
special danger, and it was useless to risk 
another boat with the possible chance of sav- 
ing the Post Boy. — 

When darkness came the vessel was still 
rolling viciously in the heavy sea, but as 
nearly as could be observed from shore was 
riding the sea well, and taking little water be- 
yond the spray. The passengers went below, 
but the crew remained on deck. At this time 
it appeared that two dangers menaced the ves- 
sel. One was that it might drag and drift 
down on the Hyde Park reefs, where it would 
pound into pieces. The other wa’ that the 
dangling rudder beating against the 


stern would break through and scuttle it. 


At 7 o’clock there was no sign of the tugs 
which were expected to come to the rescue, 
and the disabled boat began to blow signals 
of distrésas. Shortly after 9 o’clock the lights 
of the tug and larger boat were seen rapidiy 
approaching, and, as they neared the Post 
Boy, the vessels carrying them hove to. 
Nothing definite could be -made of their ma- 
neuvers until shortly before 10 o’clock, when 
the sound of the heavy puffing of the tug 
was borne to the ears uf those on shore, and 
the three vessels moved off steadily towards 


the city. 
The Boat Not Registered. 

The Post Boy has been running under char- 
ter to the Henry syndicate between Van Buren 
street and the World's Fair. Itis owned by 
the Armstrongs of Bay City and is worth 
about $8,000. It isnot registered in Iniand 
Lloyd’s Vessel Register, and is not believed 
to be insured. Manager Armstrong, it is al- 
leged, was warned against sending the Post 
Boy out yesterday on account of the big sea 
runoing. It was reported that the steamer 
was to carry a Sunday school to the Wurid’s 
Fair yesterday, but the Sunday school Super- 
intendent gave up the excursion when he came 
down and saw how the big waves were rolling

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PLANS FOR THE NAVAL PARADE. 


Arrival of the Giovanni ‘Bousan to Take 
Part in the Marine Pageant. 

New York, Oct. 1.—{Special.]—The Italian 
ironclad Giovanni Bousan arrived at quaran- 
tine this morning with flags flymg and druns 
beating. It was met by the United States 
cruiser Philadelphia and the gunboat Vesu- 
vius, which made welcome with salutes of 
twenty-one guns. The Bousan returned the 
salutes, and the Vesuvius and Philadelphia es- 
corted it up to the naval anchorage in the 
North River, off Twenty-fifth street.

high enough to enable American manufacturers 
and producers to pay the present high wages of 
American labor and compete successfully with 
the cheap labor of ‘other countries in our own 
markets. That is the Republican doctrine. The 
Democratic platform says, wipe out the protect- 
ive tariff, wipe out reciprocity, and adopt free 
trade. 
Not the Jeffersonian Creed. 


In my own personal acquaintance are many 
‘Democrats, who have been brought up in 
Democratic families and educated in Demo- 
cratic traditions, who say this year that free 
trade is not the old Jacksonian-Jeffersonian 
creed, and that they propose to rebuke their 
party by voting the Republican ticket from 
top to bottom. They say perhaps when the 
Democratic party comes back to take 
care of our homes ‘and our firesides, 
comes back to look to the interests of 
our own country instead of to the interests of

That power has been 
invoked, and at the present time Cuba, 
which used to discriminate in favor of Spanish 
flour, allows American flour to go in on the same 
terms: so itis with France; so it is with Germa- 
ny. There is not anation on the face of the 
earth today that discriminates against American 
products. This fortunate condition of affairs is 
due to the forethought, ability, and patriot- 
ism of two great men—James G. Blaine 
and Benjamin Harrison. As stated, a little 
more than half our importations are free 
and include all those products which cannot be 
produced here. Less than half of the importa- 
tions coming into this country are articles which 
compete with the products of America. and upon 
these competitive importations the Republican 
party has placed a protective tariff which yields 
sufficient money to run this government and at 
the same time enablés out manufacturers and

thing for men working in protected industries, 
what gece does it do the rest of the people?’ Du 
you know how many people in this country 
are supported directly .in those that are 
called the protective industries, in indus 
tries whose products. are covgred by 
the protective tariff? Nearly one-third 
of the people. That third are paid the high 
wages of protection; they are consumers of the 
farmers’ products; they are the consumers of the 
products of peoplein other industries; they re- 
quire and make a demand for. labor of other 
kinds. Take the switchmen, brakemen, 
laborers, and employés on a railroad as an 
illustration. Before the . protective tariff 
was put upon iron end steel the total 
tonnage heuled by tha Michigan Southern rail- 
way, including all kinds of agricultural products, 
manufactures, and raw materials, amounted to 
3,000,000 of tons of freight in the year. Then the pro- 
tective tariff was put upon iron and steel and man- 
ufactories sprang up very quickly over the coun- 
try. Sixteen years after, that railroad was hauling 
300,000,000 tons of ore, coke, iron, and steel alone ; 
as muchas it hauled of vhiged far os before. In 
other words, the putting on of that protective 
tariff on iron and steel gave to railway employés 
as much work as the whole business of the road 
gave sixteen years before. Isn't it any good to 
the railroad employés? Allof the protected in- 
dustries and the handling of all their products 
create ademand for other kings of labor and 
other kinds of work: Their employés consume 
the products of other workers. prey ride 
on the railroads; they employ lawyers and doc- 


tors, they require and buy a great deal in the 


shape of merchandise, and they bring about a 


quick circulation of money, a general prosperity 


and activity, where any one who wants work can 
work and get a proper remuneration for his toil. 


Helps the Farmer, 


To came to the farmer. Why, it seems when 
a free trader sees a farmer it has about the same 
effect upon him that a red flag has upon a bull. 
The farmer of all men in che world is benefited 
by protection. What good would a magnificent 
crop of all varieties of agricultural products do 
our farmers if they had no market? What 
good would a splendid supply of fruit or garden 
truck, stock, poultry, dairy products, and other 
perishable stuff doa farmer ifhehad no home 
market? Do you know what proportion of the 
agricultural prodacts of this great agricultural 
country are ~perishable property? More 
than half of the agricultural prodocts 
of this country are perishable goods that 
could not be ° omg ope and sold on 4a 
foreign market. ft we iad no protective tariff; if 
we had no home market; if we bad no home in- 
dustries; if the great mass of the population of

HOMESTEAD STRIKERS ARE EXCITED, 


' 
The Continued Prosecution Causes Alarm— 
Suits Against City Mill Men. 
Prrrssurc, Pa., Oct. 1.—The issuance of 
warrantf charging the thirty-three Homestead 
men with treason has caused widespread ex- 
citement in all the mills and business houses 
of this city and the surrounding manufactur- 
ing towns. This is the first time that a charge 
of treason has been brought in any State for 
acts arismg from astrike or labor trouble. 
All the Judges of the Supreme ‘Court now 
present in the city consulted over the cases 
yesterday in their chambers in the court- 
house, District Attorney Burleigh and P. C. 
Knox, Esq., were sent for and held a long 
consultation with the Chief Justice, after 
which the Justices again consulted, and then 
District. Attorney Burleigh and r. Knox 
were instructed by the Chief Justice to pre- 
are the informations and County Detective 
itzhoover was ordered by the Chief Justice 
to make the “information, and the Chief Jus- 
tice signed the warrants for the arrest of 


used, 

The most remarkable part of the cases will 
be their subsequent disposition. he Chief 
Justice, before the cases go to the grand jury, 
will call that body before him and deliver to 
it a special charge on treason, fully defining 
the crime and commenting on the cases. 
Should true bills be found a proceeding never 
seen before will occur. 

Chiet Justice Paxson is an ex-officio Judge 
of the Court of Oyer and Terminer, and will 
sit in that court for Allegheny County and try 
the cases. This will bea novel and hereto- 
fore unknown thing. 

This afternoon an unformed discussion was 
held by Justice Paxson and the attorneys for 
both sides in the chaeges of high treason 
against the Homestead Advisory Board. Jus- 
tice Paxson decided that the accused should 
give bail in the sum of $10,000 each, but up to 
alate hour none of: the defendants now in 
jail had secured the necessary bond. 

“The prosecutions were not sprung sud- 
denly ” said P. C. Knox, attorney for Car- 
negie’s, today. “It was nothunderwlap from 
a clear sky, except to those not posted. We 
have beea preparing the cases for months, 
securing evidence, and consulting on the mat- 
ter. The reason the cases were begun in the 
Supreme Court was because it has always been 
the practice in this and many other countries 
to begin suits for treason in the highest courts. 
This is dome in view of the gravity of the 
offense. The highest executive authority has 
been resisted and it’ is proper that the 
highest judicial authority of the State 
should fisst take cognizance uf the offeyse. 
The Chief Justice is an ex-officio Judge of the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer of this county 
and aiso Justice of the Peace.

OF LIABILITIES IN SEPTEMBER. 


Slight Increase in ‘the Interest-Bearing 
Debt—The Surplus Amounts to $131,- 
895,919—Three Millions in Customs Re- 
ceipts Over Those of a Year Ago—In- 
come from All Sources Nine and a Quar- 
ter Millions More than for the First 
Quarter of the Fiscal Year in 1891. 

Wasuincrox, D. C., Oct. 1.—[Special. ]— 
public debt statement issued from the 
reasury Department today shows a de- 


‘crease in the debt during last month amount- , 
ing to $8,451,829. There was an increase of 
$90 in the interest bearing debt; a decrease of 
$708,345 in non-interest bearing debt, and an} 


increase of $2,743,574 in the cash balance or 
surplus. The surplus today including the one 
hundred mulion gold, greenback redemption 
fund, is $131,895,919. The Treasury today holds 
$240,605,908 in gold coin and bullion, against 
which there are $121,210,399 in gold certificates 


outstanding. Silver assets today aggregate 


$454.725,783, against which there are $433,851,- 
677. in silver certificates and Treasury silver 
niotes outstanding. The national debt today, 
less the $131,895,918 surplus cash in the Treas- 
ury, amounts to $834,622,246, of which $585,- 
081,170 is interest bearing debt,. made up of 
$559,666,670 4 per cents and $25,364,500 2 per 
cent bonds. 

Government receipts during September ag- 
gregated $31,841,278, against $28,001,247 in 
September,. 1891. Customs receipts were 
heavy, amounting to $17,209,947, or fully three 
millions more than in September a year ago; 
and internal revenue receipts amounted to 
$13,735,887, or nearly two millions more than 
inp September, 1891. Expenditures during 
last month oy $28,917,798, against 
$23,934,801 in tern ber, 1891. pee 
from all sources ie the last three mont 

first quarter of the current fisca 
year, aggregated $100,445,563, or nine and 
a quarter millions more than in July, August, 
and September, 1891; while expenditures dur- 
ing the last three- months were $98,247,985, or 
about fourteen millions more than ‘during the 
corresponding months 1n 1891.

RICE WINS AGAINST THE STANDARD. 


A New York Court Orders that 
Trust Stock Be Recorded, 
Arpany, N. Y., Oct. L—The Court of Ap- 
peals, Second Division, today handed down 
a decision in the celebrated case of George 
Rice against the Trustees of the Standard oil 
trist. In 1886 Mr. Rice purchased some of the 
stock of the trust in the open market, but was 
never able to obtain atransfer upon the books, 
the allegation being made that he was hostile 
to the trust. He began the suit to compel the 
transfer, and succeeded at the trial. gen- 
eral term of the Supreme Court, First Depart- 
ment, reversed the judgment, holding that Mr. 
Rice was not entitled to this ordinary right of 
a stockholder. The Court of Appeals reverses 
the general term judgment and orders the 
transfer to be made. The case has excited 
unusual interest by reason of the claim put 
forth by the trust that a corporation or asso- 
ciation floating its stock in the market could 
refuse record transfer to a purchaser by rea- 
son of his alleged personal hostility to the cor- 
pération or association.

| Tension of Taxation. 

If Europe seems this winter to be nearer 
that great, long-expected clash of arms than 
it has been before since 1887 it is not because 
pan-Slavic insolenee has finally gained con- 
trol in the Foreign Office at St. Petersburg, 
but because the tension of war taxation in 
Central Europe is now strained so tight that 
it canno$ stand such another portentous turn 
of the wheel as is now announced to be forth- 
coming. 

As the time approaches for the meeting of 
the German Reiéhstag men begin to get 
frightened at the dimensions of the issues to 
be fought over there. It is known thatthe 
new Army bill will ask for a vast increase of 
the army; apparently the figure has been 


fixed at 95,000 men, which 13 
10,000 more than the aggregate of 
three previous increases since 1875. 


No estimate of the new demand places it at 
less than 70,000. No definite agreement has 
been reached on the merits of the three and 
two year systems of conscription, but it 1s un- 
derstood the latter is to be tried in an experi- 
mental way. This, with an increase of 70,000, 
will bring into barracks for annual training 
250,000 young men instead of the present 
180,000, and by abolishing most of the 
' exemptions which no: allow certain classes to 
} buy off or compouna in militia service will 
bring under armsor available for possible 
service every able-bodied man in the empire. 
It will call for an immediate outlay of $10,- 
000,000, and then a permanent increase of the 
military budget by $20,000,000 annually. These 
figures will make the German householder sit 
up. 

" Will. Be Savagely Resisted. 

It is already seen that there will be a savage 
resistance in the Reichstag, and, indeed, all 
the preliminary computations. agree in the 
conclusion that the government will have dif- 
ficulty in securing a majority. But what the 
government will say is that either this enor- 
“Fs new burden must be taken up and car- 
. ried or Alsace and Lorraine restored to France. 
There is no alternative. France has had 
many different Ministers and been swayed by 
mauy contending factions in turn during the 
past twenty years, but they all kept a loyal 
eye on one grand central desideratum—that 
of building, ever building, that tremendous 
war machine of theirs. As a result France 
can now at war strength put 340,000 more 
men'in the field than the Germans, and has 
vastly larger stores, ordnance, and 
war material than the Reichstag 
has ever been willing to pay 
for. This preponderance of ten army corps 
and several:hundred big guns is a soleinn fact 
which no amount of contidence in the general 
staff, in science, or in a racial superiority of 
Teuton over Celt suffices to counterbalance. 
Hence Caprivi will say to the Reichstag, you 
must either give up the army or pay the 
bills for its maintenance. 


Cause of War Scares. : 

The war scares of the Jast decade have al! 
been incidental to Parliainentary discussions 
over big army bills. No doubt Ministers have 
helped these scares along and utilized them to 
secure the passage of their measures, but they 
c4uld not du this were the people not at such 
times peculiarly liable to be stampeded by the 
er To arms!’ -This winter Central Europe

Charles J. Murphy Will Soon Open His 


special representative in Europe of the United 
States Agricultural Department, has written a 
letter from Berlin to John C. New, the Ameri- 
can Consul bere, stating that Charles Scholvin 
will open his new Indian cora mill this month.

The 14,000,000 American Electors Who 
' Will Elect a President This Year. 

New York Sun: The total vote for President 
im 1884 was 10,048,461. In 1888 it was 11,388,. 
088. This year the ratio of increase will be 
greater on account of the addition of six new 
States, and the vote of these added to the 
normal growth in population in ten years will 
give a total cf, probably, 14,000,000. 

The Federal Census of 1890 returned the 
adult white male population of the United 
States at 16,940,311. Deducting the aliens, of 
whom there are more than a million, and 
the electors resident in the Territories, the 
total number of qualified electors was 15,583,- 
313. Fully 10 per cent of these, for a va- 
riety of causes, do not vote. This would 
give as the probable total of the vote cast 
for President 14,000,000, the same result as 
is derived by comparison with previous elec. 
tions. 

There are forty-four States, and in thirty- 
seven of these the native-born American elect- 
ors constitute a majority of the voting popu- 
lation. in four foreign-born naturalized vot-

Three Hundred Fountains at the Fair— 
Discussing Restaurant Privileges. — 

Visitors to the Exposition next year are to 
be furnished pure filtered water without cost. 
Bids were opened yesterday for supplying 200 
drinking fountains, and the Exposition com- 
y reserves the right to increase the num- 
ber to 300. The fountains are to be ornamen- 
tal in character and in harinony with the gen- 
eral surroundings. To each fountain will be 
four faucets, each three-eighths of ap inch in 
diameter, so that it 300 drinking plaees are 
provided they will accoinmodate 1,200 people 
at one time. The water is to be filtered 
throngh a device approved by the Construc- 
tion Department. The drinking staritis will 
be located in various places throughout the 


grounds. ¢ 

In addition to the free drinking water fur- 
nished there will be numerous stands where 
Waukesha water may be had at a penny a 


- glass. No water for drinking purposes will be 


supplied on the grounds that is not either fil- 
tered or drawn from well-known mineral 
springs.

1t will be remembered 
that the chief promoter of this undertaking is 
Steele Mackaye. Associated with him are some of 
the most prominent of Chicago’s business-men, 
who appear very enthusiastic.as to the progress of 
the enterprise. The site, it will be ‘Temem- 
bered, is just north of Jackson Park on the 
lake shore. Options have been secured on 
more than a full block of land belonging to 
the Knickerbocker Ice company and others, 
and preparations have. been made to convey the 
property in the near future. The purchase 


will include riparian rights. The building. 
will be devoted to amusements, and will have 


a seating capacity of from 8,000 to 10,000 peo- 
ple. The stage machinery is to be very elab- 
orate. The land has been secured on favor- 
abie terms. [tis proposed to issue $600,000 
of bonds, a large proportion of which have 
been sold, and these bonds will carry a stock 
bonus of $800,000. The parties in interest 
state that the capital will easily be obtained. 
The financial resoufces of those who have al- 
ready subscribed fur bonds are such that the 
undertaking will not be allowed to suffer for 
tack of further investment.—EZconomist;

THE GRAND JURY DISCHARGED, 


County Institutions Visited and Found in 
Good Condition—The Jail Overcrowded. 
The grand jury, famous for its indictment 

of M. C. McDonald, was discharged by Judge 

Tuthill yesterday. During its sitting 532 

cases were handled, 224 true bills and 201 

“no billa’”’ being returned. It was found 

necessary to pass 101 cases for the next grand 

jury.. Of*the entire number 407 were docket 


cases and 35 complaints. “ pee 

The jurors visited the county institutions at 

Dunning and the jail. ~ All were found in good 
condition, but objection was made to the 
crowded condition of the latter. On the sub- 
ject the jury’s written report says: 
We find, as other grand juries bave done, that 
the Police Justices and Justices of the Peace still 
continue the practice of sending to the grand 
jury petty cases which ought to be disposed of in 
their own courts. and also binding over prisoners 
on entirely insufficient evidence. It is this prac- 
tice which is largely responsible for the over- 
crowded condition of the jail, and we would rec- 
ommend, if possible for them to do so, the afore- 
said Justices of _— Peace exercise judgment in 
disposing of such cases. 

There were so many jail cases to dispose of 
that ‘the jurors did not find time to visit the 
bridewell or the County Hospital. 

Before they were discharged, Foreman 
Harpell called the court’s attention to the case 
of Frank Collier, now a patient at Dunning. 
He said that the jury had authorized him to 
ask that the attorney be provided with more 
congenial surrcundings that less restraint

PEDAGOGUE ZIMMER. TEACHES 
WITHOUT LEGAL AUTHORITY. 


Investigation of His Methods Results in Re- 
ports That He Is Ignorant and Incom- 
petent, and His Commission Is Revoked 
—He Still Continues to Instruct the 
Children—Queer State of Affairs in No. 
4 School District—Opposition to Track 
Laying on Thirty-fifth Street. 


District No. 4, Town of New Trier, is with- 
out a legal school, and its children are denied 
the privilege of education. The district in- 
cludes the Village of Grosse Point and a part 
of the |Village of Wilmette lying west of the 
Northwestern tracks. There is a schoolhouse 
in the district, but it is under the charge of a 
teacher whose certificate has been revoked. 
Directors Albert Meyer, Peter Boore, and 
Gangclf Bower engaged him to teach the 
school| for the ensuing ten months at 
a salary of $700. This teacher is 
Thomas H. Zimmer. Concerning his merits 
Charles A. Farr, Assistant Superintendent, 
reported to Supt. Bright that Zimmer in dis- 
cipline and instruction was.a failure and unfit 
to have charge of children. 

P. A. Downey, Assistant Superintendent, 
reports that he visited the school and found 
much disorder, ‘due to a want of system.” 
After describing some of tlle teacher’s meth- 
ods he adds: **For my own part the gro- 
tesqueness of the situation was absorbed by 
my sorrow for these innoceat though unruly 
children. I ask you in their name to do what 
you can to stop the career of this pretender to 
the nobje profession of teacher.”’ 

‘J. A. Wadhangs, for ten years Assistant Su- 
perintendent, wrote to Mr. Bright to the 
same effect. Then Mr. Bright visited the 
school. “It was absolutely the worst school I 
ever visited in this eounty,’’ he said yester- 
day. 

The status of the school was known to the 
Wilmette residents of District No. 4, who 
sent their children to the Wilmette public 
school in District No. 5. But there was an 
election in Wilmette last spring with usual jeal- 
ousies. $0 intense were these that when school 
opened this fall children of District No. 4 
were ruled out of the Wilmette public schools. 
A citizen has promised Supt. Bright to furnish 
a house, heat it, and pay $40 a month for a 
teacher, so there may be a school there before 
long. ‘Township Treasurer Michael Gormley 
has been instructed not to pay for the main. 
tenance of the present school, and he will 
obey his-instructions. The district will next 
year be cut off from its portion of State 
taxes. 


CLAIM IT IS A BOULEVARD. 


Property-Owners on Thirty-fifth Street Ob- 
ject to Having Car Tracks Laid. 

Property-owners on Thirty-fifth street filed 
a bill in the Cireuit Court yesterday to re- 
strain the Chicago City railway coinpany from 
laying tracks on that street between Michi- 
gan avenue and Rhodes avenue, and to en- 
join Commissioner Aldrich from granting a 
permit for that purpose. The complainants- 
are John P. Clinger, Wallace R. Martin, Pat- 
rick Edgeworth, David W. Irwin, Erskine M. 
Phelps, George 
Palmer, David Coey, Edward B. Butler, and 
Frederick .W. Canrpbell. They allege that 
Thirty-fifth street, between Michigan and 
Grand boulevard, bas been designated asa 
boulevard, and the property-owners alon 
there have been heavily taxed for suc 
an improvement. The street has been under 
the control of the South Park Commiission- 
ers, and iftracks wereto be laid it would 
prove a detriment.to the property.

TO ESTABLISH AN INDUSTRIAL TOWN. 


Capitalists Secure a Large Tract of Valuable 
Land Near Barrington. 

Another new manufacturing town adjacent 
to Chicago is assured. Probably one of the 
wealthiest syndicates ever backing such a 
project took the final step yesterday which au- 
thorizes the expenditure of a million dollars. 
The syndicate is composed of investors of 
Chicago, Milwaukee, and New York, and has 
just concluded the purchase of an immense 
tract of farming land just. weat vf Barrington, 
thirty-one miles northwest of Chicago, on 
the line of the Northwestern road, and at the 
junction of that road and the Chicago, Joliet, 
and Western, or Inter-Belt road. This tract 
em braces farm and timber land to the extent 
of 1,787 acres, taking in valuable farms, 
dairies, cheese factories, and pasture 
lands. - It lies in the curner of Lake county, 
the Northwestern road traversing it diagonally 
in a northwesterly direction, 

Last March a number of capitalists formed 
a syndicate for the purpwse of establishing a 
manufacturing town within easy distance of 
Chicago,’ and it was decided necessary ‘to 
move in absolute secrecy in order to secure 
available property. The Barrington tract was 
considered the best for the purposes of the 
syndicate, and all summer agents have been 
quietiy securing the property piece by piece. 
Two young women comprising the 
Wilson & Wilson of Milwaukee obtained an 
inkling of the prvject and immediately se- 
cured an option on one of the most desirabie 
farms, After remaining quiet forsome time 
the syndicate bought the farm ‘of .the enter- 
prising firm, the sisters netting a profit of 
$570. Last week the last piece of’ land was 
secured and now the syndicate is prepared to 
move. The land cost an average of $150 per 
acre.

Negotiations with Manufacturers. 


Negotiations have been pending for some 
tine with a number of Eastern manufactur- 
ing companies which are considering the es- 
tablishment of factories near Chicago, each 
of which will give employment to at least 1,000 
men. Among these are a nower and reaper 
plant, a boot and shoe factory, iron works, 
and also a Vienna company to engage in the 
mnanufacture of electrical apparatus. As 
the tract is located on the line of the Inter- 
Belt, it is in direct communication with twen- 
ty-seven roads entering Chicago, only a short 
ride from the city. . The tract is seventy feet 
above the level of Lake Michigan, and has ex- 
cellent drainage into Fox River. Two lakes 
furnish water for consumption, while artesia 
well water is reached at 1,000 feet. The tra 
will be platted for immediate improvements, 
with 200 lots for homes and the rest for fac- 
tories. There is no stock for sale, as the com- 
pany now known as the West Barrington Land 
company has the money paid in to carry on 
its project. In about a week the company 
will organize, and Michael Cudahy will prob- 
ably be President. 

Yesterday inorning a party left the North- 
western Depot in a special car to look over 
the new purchase. It was composed of 
the members of the syndicate, with 
the exception of the Cudahys, the 
New York members, and Messrs. Ferguson 
and Morton. As guests were Julius 
Belyer, editor of the Kvening Wisconsin; 
Gustay Haas of the Heraid; Frank P, Ey- 
man, Superintendent of the Northweséern; 
Ephraim Mariner, attorney; and Albert 
Conroe of the Metropolitan Iron company, all 
of Milwaukee, and three Chicago newspaper 
representatives. They rroceeded direct to 
Barrington, and thence to the tract, a mile 
west of that station. The land is rolling and 
the harvested crops are stili. in sight, except 
where bunches of timber broke the full sweep. 
Pictures of factories and the homes of many 
hundred workingmen were outlined by the 
visitors, who were confident of the fulfillment 
of their plans. Returning to Chicago the-Mil- 
weukee members returned hoine in a special 
car.

refrigerator cars. A large business, however, 
has grown up, resulting profitably to the rail- 
roads, to the City of Chicago, and to the West 
nerally, and this business covld not have 
ates handled and cannot now be handled in any 
other way than by the private car system. 
Beef cars receive closer attention from the 
shippers than from the railroads while en 
route. and expensive icing stations, 
‘with superintendents and workmen, have 

been provided to supply them with ice while | 

in transit. The cars must be washed and 

cleaned before and after being loaded, and | 

- three times the expense of repairs is put upon 
them than is put upon the ordinary refriger- 

ator car. 

‘“©To the géneral freight business the re- 
frigerator bears about the same relation as 
does the sleeping car to the passenger service. 
It has to be led by a special department, 
and so far it has been deemed etter by the 
roads to have it handled by the shippers than 
by themselves. No railroad has ever offered 
to supply this particular equipment, knowing 
fuli well that it had not the facilities to keep 
cars in the condition necessary to do the work. 

‘“*To my knowledge it is not true that there 
are more private cars in the beef business tifhin 
are necessary for it. A refrigerator car costs, 
well equipped, $1,000, and no beef shipper is 
gving to provide any more than is necessary 
for his wante; No doubt the railroads would 
be glad to get the use of these cars without 
experse. to themselves, but as long as they 
pay mileage upon the exchange of common 
railroad cars between themselves, so long 
they must in all fairness pay for the use of | 
refrigerator cars, whether owned by other 
railroads or by private corporations. 

, Private Cars a Necessity. _ 

“The facts are, the dressed-beef business 
cannot successfully exist without private cars 
for the reason that cars must have an especi 
amount of attention to be always in condi- 
tion to carry meat, and this-attention no road 
is able or willing to give them, and unless the 
cars are carefully looked after the beef cannot 
be carried safely. ‘The Grand Trunk has cer- 
tainly taken a vew departure in the way of 
soliciting business. It is said its custoin once 
was to pay more mileage and charge less 
freight for the sake of obtaining’ business 
than other -roads, but it now offers its 
American ‘%rethren a new suggestion by 
which to attract. patrons. No doubt the 
theory is that a judicious amount of bulldoz- 
ing will cause the shippers to scek it again in 
a penitent frame of mind. The pretext given 
by the Grand Trunk is that the salt water in 
the refrigerator tanks is injuring the bridges 
of the road. i 

“The Grand Trunk was practically tne first 
to carry dressed beef. It follows that it has 
been some fifteen or-sixteen years in learnin 
this fact. 1t might be worthy of inquiry—i 
the injury is as great as would seem to be in- 
dicated by the reduction in inileage —whether 
the bridges and rails of this company are still 
safe for traffic and shipment. :

The United States has adopted bimetallism and 
having done so it becomes necessary to maintain 
ata parity with gold the silver it uses as cur- 
rency. Otherwise the poorer metal woald drive 
out the more costly. We should then have a 65- 
cent dollar currency, and the creditors would be 
cheated out of one-third of what is rightfully due 
them. Tus TrisuneE is not in favor of this de- 
preciation and holds it is necessary to sustain the 
metal at a parity.* Doubtless the best course 
would be to put into the silver dollar as much 
stiver as would make that coin equal in bullion 
value to the gold dollar. But this silver matter is

ITS MAGNIFICENT ENDOWMENT. 


The University Starts Out with Over $5,000,- 
000 on Its Books, 

Prosperity has followed adversity in the 
case of the University of Chicago. Its rise 
dates from the fall of the old University of 
Chicago, which stood at Thirty-second street 
and Cottage Grove avenue, known as Univer- 
sity place. The old university was a good 
schvol in 1ts day, but misfortune overtook it 
and it passed into history. From the time of 
the failure of the old university a numbér of 
its old-time fmends began -laying plans for a 
new college which should be better than the 
old one. The old school had been a college 
only, one run entitely by the Baptist 
Church, and when plans for a new college 
were first made the idea of making it a non- 
sectarian affair wastaken up and discussed. 
While the ideas of the men who had the mat- 
ter in charge had reached this state a letter

What Rockefeller Has Done. 


To John . D. Rockefeller, President of the 
Standard Oil company, and many times 
millionaire, the University of Chicago owes 
much. But for him the new university would 
have been at best a second-rate affair, but 
through the magnificence of the donations 
made by him it will start out under 


better auspices than has ever been 
the case in any institution in the 
world. Never has college or wniversity 


op@ned with such a faculty of trained educa- 
tors nor with such an ‘abundant fund of 
money both for buildings and as endowments. 
Mr. Rockefeller’s . first donation was one of 
$600,000, given as an endowment under the 
condition that $400,000 be secured for grounds 
and buildings. Many friends of the univer- 
sity came to the rescue at this important 
riod in the existence of the university to be. 
he $400,000 was quickly secured in ad- 
dition Marshall Field gave a site for the Uni- 
versity, then valued at $125,000, and now ata 
much greater sum. | 

Mr. Rockefeller was not content with what 
he had ee for the university and 
Sept. 16, 1899, he wrote the trustees of a further 
appropriation of $1,000,000, of which $800,000 
was to go toward the college endowment 
fund, the income to be used for non-profes- 
sional graduate instruction and fellowship; 
$100,000 as an endowment, the interest on 
which should be used for theological instruc 
tion in the divinity school; and $100,000 for the 
a8 gate of buildings for the divinity 
sch: o}. 

William B. Ogden, first Mayor of Chicago, 
and at the time of his death one of the 
wealthiest of cenege® wealthy men; made a 
provision in his will for the division of his 
property and for the donation of a specified 
number of shares in the estate to go to such 
charitable or educational institution as the 
trustees of theestate might elect. This portion 
of the estate lay undisturbed for many years, 
increasing in value constantly, until- a few 
months ago, when, by vote of the trustees, it 
was given to the University of Chicago, The 
exact amount which will be réalized by this do- 
nation cannot be foretold. It willnot be less 
than $500,000, however, and may reach $750,000, 
or an even greater sum. This money is to be 
used for the Ogden Scientific School of the 
University of Chicago. 

Soon after this Sidney A. Kent notified the 
directors that he would erect, at acost of 
$150,000, a chemical laboratory. Marshall 


’ Field then offered the sum of $100,000 to ap- 


ply on a $1,000,000 fund to be completed July 
10 of this year, but he allowed the subscrip- 
tion made by Sidney A. Kent to apply on the 
fund. Only ninety days were allowed for rais- 
ing this great sum of money. Sidney A. Kent 
afterwards increased his subscription to $187,- 
000. Silas B. Cobb donated $150,000, Martin A. 
Ryerson $150,000, George C. Walker $100,000 
and $50,000 as trustee; H. O. Rust, $50,000; 
and various other subscriptions ranging from 
$1,000 to $50,000. 
Women Also Donators. 


Probably the most interesting of all the 
subscriptions made to the $1,000,000 fund pro- 
vided for in Mr. Field’s offer were those of a 
number of well-known women. Of these 
subscriptions $216,000 were from women, and 
that without including smaller sums than 
$1.000. Mrs. Elizabeth G. Kelly, Mrs. N. S. 
Foster, Mrs. Mary Beecher, and Mrs. Hen- 
rietta Snell each gave $50,000, Mra. Martin A. 
Ryerson gave $10,000 in addition to Mr. Ryer- 
son’s donation of $150,000, and Miss Alice E. 
Getty, Mrs. C. L. Hutchinson, Mrs. George 
Adams, Mrs. J. W. Porter, Mrs. Mary J. 
Wilmarth, Mra. Sumner Ellis, and Miss Grace 
P. Hyde each $1,000. 

In a short note to the trustees received be- 
fore the Marshall Field fund had been com- 
pleted Mr. Rockefeller made a third subscrip- 
tion—a subscription of $1,000,000 for endow- 
ment purposes. In the simple letter accom- 
panying the magnificent gift Mr. Rockefeller 
wrote that he gave it as a thanks-offering to 
Almighty. G for returning health. This 


made a total of $2,600,000 from Mr. Rockefel- 


ler alone. The University of Chicago starts 
in life with endowments, money, lands, and 
buildings vaiued at more than $5,000,000.

* Not, I assure you, because I doubt the in- 
tellectual and moral fitness of woman for the 
use of the franchise. in many cases, I think, 
a woman is much fitter to vote than her hus- 
band. The husband, it may be, is a laborer, 
and his intellect is absolutely dormant. His 
wife, on the other hand, contriving daly how 
to meet the wants of the family, develops at- 
tention, ingenuity, and judgment, and could 
vote with more discretion on any subject, per- 
haps, than he could. Neither do I apprehend 
that woman suffrage would inar the peace of 
the home. The time has been, of cuurse, 
when any independence of thought in a wife 
would make-her husband restive, but that day 
is past.. Coeducation and women’s colleges 
have introduced a new era in this regard. We 
already see Methodist wives and Presbyterian 
husbands living together in pedte, and I am 
sure that husband and wife could be as tol- 
erant of each otner’s political as of each 
other’s religious opinions.” 

, “Why, then, would you delay woman’s suf- 
frage?’ ; 

“For two reasons. In the first place I wish 
to test thoroughly the workings of woman’s 
suffrage 1n educational matters. I would like 
to see the general franchise come as a result 
of the practical operation of suffrage in the 
limited sphere. In the second place I am a 
great believer in an educational test; and be- 
fore woman's suffrage is introduced I want to 
see the State pass laws making intell'gence a 
qualification for a voter of either sex.

GIVEN AN EQUAL CHANCE WITH MEN. 


Plans for Young Womenin the University 
~—Dormitories to Be Built. 

Young men and young women will be on a 
par at the University of Chicago. In all 
classes, except perhaps some of those presided 
over by A. Alonzo Stagg of the Department of 
Physical Culture, such as football ahd base- 
ball, the young women will be. given an equal 
showing with their brothers. The tuition will 
be the same for each, board will be the same, 
room rent the same, and the same course ‘of 
study will be prescribed in either case. The 
cain pus is to be laid out in four guadrangles, 
and one of these will be for the use of 
young women. Ag number of dormi- 
tories will be built, in fact the money 
needed for the erection of three has already 
been subscribed, and contracts for the work 
wili be let as soon as the plans are coimmpleted 
in the architect’s office. The quadrangle for 
giris will be that at the southeast corner of 
the campus, facing on Lexington avenue and 
Midway plaisance. With the exception of a 
recitation hall and perhaps one of the other 
buildings the quadrangle will be devoted en- 
tirely to the women’s dormitories. 

The three for which money has been sub- 
scribed are to be known as the Beecher, the 
Foster, and the Kelly halls, the money hav- 
ing been given for their erection by Mrs. 
Mary Beecher, Mrs. N. S. Foster, and Mrs. 
Elizabeth G. Keily. Each of these women 
has given $50,000, which it is esti- 
mated = will be sufficient for the 
erection. of - one dormitory or three 
dermitories from the three subscriptions. 
These will accommodate 200 young: women. 
They will be completed by next May and 
will be occupied immediately. 

The lack of dormitory room has caused the 
university trustees to lease the Beatrice Hotel, 
anew and modern structure at Fifty-seventh 
street and Madison avenue. This will give 
accommodation for all the young women who 
will attend the university during the first year 
who are willing to pay the prices cha for 
the apartments. The hotel was built largely 
for World’s Fair visitors, and as the Fair is to 
open early in May it is necessary that the new 
“iormitories be completed in time to receive 
the students who will make their homes in the 
Beatrice during the winter, and give the pro- 
prietor an opportunity to prepare for summer 
visitors. 

To the Chicago Woman's club is due much 
credit for the favorable outcome of the plans 


| for women’s dormitories. There had been a 


movement on foot for some time looking to 
the building of one or inore halls, but with no 
material success until a meéting of the 
Woman’s club was held in the spring of the 
present year. Dr. Harper appeared before 
the club and spoke regarding the plans he had 
hoped to carry out, but which up to that time 
had resulted in nothing tangible. When Dr. 
Harper had done with his talk a number of 
women present conversed with him regarding 
the needs of the institution. Some one of the 
number, no one knows to this day outside a 
few, spoke a few words to the 
President of the new university, and 
Harper got to his feet again 
he announced that he had received a pledge of 
$10,000 towards the movement. That was the 
beginning of the movement in reality, though 
several. smaller subscriptions had been re- 
ceived, but with that record the movement did 
pot end. 
An Active Committee Secured, 

Mrs. Lucinda H. Stone of Michigan told the 
story of the first girl who ever entered the 
classes of the University of Michigan at Ann 
Arbor, of how she was treated with incivility 
and neglect by teachers and pupils alike, and 
of her ultimate triumph when she graduated 
at the head of her class. The outcome of the 
mecting was the appointment of a committee 
to take the matter in hand and the committee 
had pledges of more than $20,000 before a 
Chairman had been selected. 

The cost of asingle hall which will accom- 
modate 100 students is set at $50,000. Before 
two months had passed four women in Chi- 
cago had subscribed sums sufficient for the 
og Po as many halls.

Mrs. Palmer has 
been eonnected with higher education since 
her graduation from the University of Mich- 
igan in 1876. Mra. Palmer will ‘reside at the 
university, in all, twelve weeks during the 
school year. Durimg her absence, however, 
she will retain an active share in the admin- 
istration. During the present school year 
she will give her time to the duties of the 
deanship. ae 

Julia E., Bulkley, who is to be associate 
professor of pedagogy and dean of women in 
the Academie Colleges, is also well known as 
an educator. She leaves the ition of Super- 
intendent of the Plaintield, N. J., schools to 
take a position in the faculty of the university. 

There are a number of other women in the 
faculty holding positions of trust whose names 
have long been fairiliar to educators of the 
United States.

SKETCH OF PRESIDENT HARP ER. 


His Career as an Educator and His Work 
for the University. 

Dr. William Rainey -Harper, President of 
the University of Chigago, has been connected 
with its national gr@¥th almost from the day 
of ite inception, John PD. Rockefeller first 
made known hisintentions of making a liberal 
subscription to the founding of a univers'ty 
in Chicago to take the place of the old univer- 
sity which ended its career in 1886. Mr. Rocke- 
feller made his first subscription after having 
thoroughly discussed the question with Dr. 
Harper. When the first organization of the 
university was held and its Board of Trustees 
was elected Dr. Harper was offered the Pres- 
idency of the university. He was then one of

After two years’ study, chiefly de- 
voted to the study of Indo-European lan- 
guages, he received the degree of Ph.D. He 
was principal of Masonic College, Macon, 
Tenn., for one year, next accepting the princi-

In 1880 Dr. Harper organized 
the summer school system, in 1885 he was 
elected principal of the Chautauqua College 
of Liberal Arts, in 1886 he was called to Yale 
as Professor, of Semitic Languages in the 
graudate department, and in 1889 he was 
chosen Woolsey Professor of Biblical 
Literature in addition to his other duties.

EMBRACES UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 


Institution Will Give Much Time to 
This System of Education. 

In addition to its regular work the Univer- 
sity of Chicago will take up on an extensive 
scale university extension work. Dr. Harper 
has long been an advocate of the various sys- 
tems for the education of the masses, who for 
various reasons are not able to attend col- 
leges and universities, and a competent staff 
of teachers and lecturers has been added to 
the faculty of the university under the direc- 
tion of Prof. Richard G. Moulton, formerly 
of Camnbridge, England. A new featufe of 
the university will be the university press, 
which is to be managed by D. C. Heath & Co. 
‘for the university. In this department will be 
issued. all catalogues, announcements, and 
papers and itis the intention to print text- 
books prepared by the members of the faculty 
for use in the instruction ’ of the 
pupils. The faculty of the new univer- 
sity comprises at the start 115 men 
and wornen, among them being many of the

list is to be added to from time to time as oc- 
casion demands. The salaries for members 
of the faculty range from $10,000 a year down 
to $2,500 for assistants and docents, while 
forty fellows receive $500 a year each for de- 
voting a portion of theif time to the instruc- 
tion of pupils. There are also several hon- 
orary fellows who receive no pay. 


THINK THEY ARE SMUGGLING OPIUM. 


Agents Believe Sam Moy’s Syndicate Not 
Confined to Chinese Immigrants. 

Treasury agents here are not alone of the 
opinion that a syndicate has, existed here for 
the purpose of smuggling Chinamen into the 
States, but that opium smuggling has been an 
iinportant branch of the work. Up to within 
a few months ago Sam Moy, now under arrest 
at Detroit, and his friends professed the great- 
est friendship for the government agents and 
furnished information which led to the capt- 
ure of opium smugglers. Since then, how- 
ever, the Chinamen have been playing a 
double réle. On one occasion they pretended 
they had located a smuggier, but after they 
had secured a portion of the contraband goods 
some one warned him and he fied. pe an- 
other time they assisted in the escape of six 
contraband Chinese at Battle Creek, Mich., 
who were on the way to Chicago and who 
were being watched for by the officers. Sev- 
eral other suspicious acts on the part of Sam 
Moy and his friends have excited the ire of 
the Treasury agents, and confidence 1 no 
longer reposed in them. As to who are the 
leaders of the syndicate can only be conject- 
ured, but that it is a powerful one, embracing 
many of the Chinese merchants of this city, 
the government officers have no doubt.

It is gratifying to be assured that in the 
forthcoming pageantry of the dedication cer- 
-emonies the municipal decorations will not 
suffer from the artistic point of view, and that 
instead of the heterogeneous and harlequin 
display usual on public occasions and growing 
out of the whims of publie caprice and fre- 
quently of public lack of taste, there will be 
a well-considered, harmonious, and _ ar- 
tistic exhibition of colbr and drapery 
on the walls of the great buildings 
in the business section of the city.

But the action of the grand jury and a brief 
trip to the Criminal Court. have convinced 
this hardened sinner of Phe necessity of re- 
pentance—till after the election.

For 
he would kuow that there was no need of re- 
pentance, that when his Altgeld was in the 
Governor’s chair he would not allow the man 
who made him to come to any harm if there wae 
any virtue in the pardoning power.

CREMATE THE CITY’S GARBAGE, 

The burning up of the gity’s garbage is the 
most important thing to be done in the Health 
Department of Chicago. Itis of far greater 
consequence than the paving of the alleys. 
And it ought to include the burning up of all 
the stable manure if the stuff cannot be baled 
for transportation to the country. Until we 
can make an economic use of that refuse the 
best disposition of it will be to burn it. And 
the garbage collected from the streets and 
alleys should be put out of existence in the 
same way, and that only. There is no other 
method in which it can be handled without 
injuring the health of the citizens while caus- 
ing great discomfort to many of them. Not 
another pound of it should be carried to the 
dumping grounds and left there to rot and 
stink and pollute the air. 

That old way of disposing of the garbage is 
but a slovenly, ignorant makeshift at best, 
and it is each year becoming more expersive 
and offensive. The vile stuff has to be hauled 
farther away to be dumped than formerly be- 
cause of the expansion of the city, and in wet 
weather the roads are so bad that the 
loads have to be smaller: on account 
of the fact that horses tire more drag- 
ging a load over a long bad road than a short 
one. Then the piles of filth thus accumu- 
lated are larger than they used to be, as the 
number ‘of contributors thereto increases 
every month, and the heaps are more and 
more dangerous to the public health. In 
them the vile stuff lies and ferments into act- 
ive poison, which is parted with but. slowly 
into the surrounding air, while if left undis- 
turbed in the alleys it would have been disin- 
tegrated much more rapidly, and soon ren- 
dered innocuous by the combined action of 
wind and sun. : 

What is the Council dving about 1t? Noth- 

ing. It has held three meetings since the va- 
cation, and devoted one of them to the ap- 
parently agreeable task of abusing a lady. It 
found time also to discuss the question of in- 
dorsing Sunday games of noisy football in 
thickly-settled neighborhoods, but has not 
had a word to say about city sanitation. Its 
members talked of it previous to adjourn- 
ment in July, but their interest in it seems to 
have subsided with the vanishing fears of an 
iinmediate visitation by cholera. Yet the 
garbage ought t@ be burned all the same, 
whether we are menaced by cholera or not. 
It should be cremated for the anstract pur- 
pose of cleaning up the city, which cannot be 
effectually purged of its filth in any other 
way. ; 
_ The Finance committee of the Council has 
instructed the Controller to hunt around for 
suitable sites, such as street ends, but he has 
done nothing except to advertise for bids for 
ccstly crematories to be given a thirty days’ 
trial, with no inducement to any one to re 
spond to the invitation. And so the im- 
portant reform drags. Theoretically the au- 
thorities are “ going slow,’’ on the plea that 
the city has no money to spare for the pur- 
pose. But where there is a will there isa way, 
and there is no escape) from the conclusion 
that the delay is inspired by the garbage con- 
tractors, who want to keep on making money 
in the old way out of the stenches that afflict 
the people. And so-the reform is progressing 
as slowly as Cooley, the Heavey crematory be- 
ing the only one in operation, where we ought 
by this time to have at least half a dozen like 
it actively at work. 

Next spring there will be a municipal elec- 
hon, and half the Aldermen will want to go 
back to their places in the Council. Then the 
question will arise “ whai record have they 
made that entitles them to retain their seats?” 
Have they tried to clean up the city in a 
proper and efficient way? The inference will 
remain that the only object they have in seek- 
ing a reélection is not to promote public

FIFTEEN THOUSAND $ REASONS WHY 

ALTGELD SHOULD NOT BE ELECTED. 

In another column an article is. reproduced 
from the Chicago Herald of April 22, 1892, 
showing how John P. Altgeld, now Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor, and at the time 


| of the transaction referred toa Judge of the 
Superior Court‘of Cook County, tried to ex-’ 


tort $60,000 from the City of Chicago fur 
alleged damages to property which had been 
really benefited through the city’s action, The 
article also sets forth in detail how the same 
John P. Altgeld, in his eagefness to collect a 
large amount (to which he was in po way en- 
titled) from the taxpayers so far forgo him- 
self and so violently abused the city’s counsel 
that he was fined $100 for contempt of court. 
He paid the fine, apologized, but he persisted 
in his attempt to get big damages out of the 
city. 

The transaction taken asa whole is one of 
the most scandalous in the history of litiea- 
tion against the city, though many sharps and 
sharks have indulged in that practice. The 
property alieged to have been damaged is on 
Market street; south of Jackson street. At 
the time it was purchased the Jackson street 
bridge was approach'ng completion. It was 
not in use. Jackson street was blocked at the 
point. The property was hardly marketable 
at the time. Altgeld got it cheap. Every- 
thing that the city aid after it was purchased 
enhanced its valuo. When the bridge was 
completed and utilized all real estate in the 
vicinity advanced in price. Aitgeld’s pur- 
chase advanced in price. He disposed of the 
property to Adolph Kraus and made $80,000 in, 
the transaction. Yet he claimed tbat the city 
injured him to the extent. of $60,000 by the 
beneficial improvement made at that cross- 
ing. -His claim§was made under oath pre- 
sumably. He wasa Judge of the Superior 
Court of the county at the time. What do the 
Democrats think of his conduct 1n that affair? 

And when the $26,000 judgment which he 
obtained on the first trial was properly set 
aside as excessive he again set to work to 
collect, and, having obtained a judgment of 
$15,000, doubtless through the laches of the 
attorneys of an administration which he had 
spent $7,000 to elect, he straightway assigned 
it, in order to insure its collection. He played 
sharp throughout. 

Now let it be borne jn mind (1) that the 
damage he complained of was, in the lan- 
guage of the Herald, “in progress six months 
before he owned the property”; (2) that the 
property was benefited and not damaged; (3) 
that he disposed of it at a profit of $80,000, or 
at the rate of about 100 per cent on his in- 
vestment; (4) that he speut $7,000 to defeat 
the administration of Meyor Roche, whose at- 


torneys prevented him from collecting the } 


exceasive and outrageous first judgment of 
$26,000; (5). that he was so indignant at being 
baiked in his grab that he shamefully abused 
the attorneys opposed to bim in. court and a 
brother Judge fined him $100 for contempt 
and administered to him a public reprimand. 
(6) That when he finally obtained a judg- 
ment of one-fourth of what he claimed he 
hastened to assign it, so as to bar future pro- 
ceedings against its collection. 

And it is this greedy speculator and abusive 
ex-Judge whom Mike McDonald and the Dem- 
ocratic politicians would foist on the State of 
Abraham Lincoln for Governor. What do 
honest and decent Democrats think of their 
candidate as he has been presented to them 
by the leading Democratic paper of this 
State? 


HOW FREE TRADE Wis CUT DOWN CITY 
OFFICEHOLDERS’ SALARIES. 

There are. about 10,000 persons in the em- 
ployment nef the City of Chicago and the 
County of Cook. They are ail getting good 
pay; many of them are getting more than 
they are worth. Those of them who think 
they have *‘influence’’ enough to keep their 
places, whether Democrats or Republicans 
are in power at the City Hall and the Court- 
House, are not troubling themselves much 
over the result of the national struggle. 
They say: “If the Democrats win and estab- 
lish free trade it will not harm us. They tell 
us goods will be cheaper, and as we are not 
working in manufactories our pay will not be 
cut down. The Aldermen will attend to 
that.”’ 

These policemen, firomen, clerks, inspec- 
tors, public works employés, etc., are very 
much mistaken, There are times when the 
knife of retrenchment ia used on the sacred 
salaries of city employés, and the introduc- 
tion of free trade would’ bring with it one of 
those times. The Democratic policies of 
free trade and wildcat currency would not 
leave the officeholding classes untouched. 
After various manufactories had been closed 
until the wages of those working therein had 
been cut down one-third to one-half, and after 
the merchants and shopkeepers had cut down 
their force and their salaries because of 
lessened sales and reduced profits; after rents 
had fallen because the demand for houses had 
shrank, after the wages in all the building 
trades have caved in a third to a half, the tax- 
payers—who are an influential body of men 
when they choose to assert themselves—would 
demand that their taxes should be reduced in 
the same proportion as wages and profits, as 
their incomes had been knocked down by free 
trade, If the Aldermen did not cut down sal- 
aries as they asked they would elect Alder- 
men who would. A Reform Council would 
go at the task of economy as the Reform 
Council of 1876 did. It would cut down wages 
fully 30 per cent, and weed out the super- 
numeraries and discharge them. If the police- 
men and others did not fancy the “cut” in 
their salaries they would be welcome to re- 
‘sign their situations. The standard pay of a 
policeman or fireman would not exceed $600 


a year were the Democratic free trade sys- 


tem established. 3 

Nof would the economizing be limited to 
the officeholders. Citizens weuld not be able 
to afford to pay as much as they do how for 
those street improvements the money for 
which is raised by special assessments. Less 
paving would be done. Fewer sewers wouid 
be built; and gas and water mains would not 
be extended so rapidly. The millions paid

The Supreme Court of Wiscohsin has set 
aside formally the second rascally Democratic 
Legislative gerryinander on the ground of its 
titutionality.

THE LATEST SUBWAY PROJECT. 

Tue Trisune of Friday contained a state- 
ment of the main features in a new set of 
plans that have been prepared for a double 
subway to connect the North and South di- 
visions of the city east of State street. The 
plans call for a driveway and a cable-carway, 
each twenty-five feet wide, and an eight-foot 
passage for pedestrians. The, depth is to be 
forty feet and the total length about two- 
thirds of a mile. A great portion of the two 
aud a half millions of Cost is proposed to be 
secured from a surface or elevated railroad. 
It is claimed this would obviate tke objection 
to building the subwuy by special assessments, 
and furnish room for the masses of the people 
to travel on a cable line as well as facilities 
for the owners of carriages. 

The scheme is a vicious une, no matter by 
whom proposed or advocated. It is easy to 
see in it the old device for getting a railroad 
along the lake shore from Evanston to South 
Chicago, either by an elevated or a surface 
track, which was some time ago vigorously 
denounced by the zity press. Itis a scheme 
for a line which, if allowed, would have au 
outcome similar to that which followed the 
poking of the camel’s head into the tent, or 
the granting of an ax-handle by the trees of 
the forest to the woodcutter. Modestly 
enough, it is nuw only asked to have a cable 
line run under the river extended along Rusn 
or St. Clair street to North avenue. But the 
terminus would not long rest at that thorough- 
fare, because there would not be one-fiftieth 
sufficient travel between it and _ the 
South Side to pay for constructing the 
line and operating it. The owners of the ca- 
ble road would svon insist on pushing through 
Lincoln Park or along the Lake Shore drive 
till it got to the north limits of the park, and 
then along the Sheridan road to Evanston, on 
which route it would secure enough patronage 
to make the scheme profitable to the pro- 
m oters. 

But the managers would not long rest con- 
tent with that victory. Soon they would be- 
gin to urge an alleged necessity for extending 
the road southward, down the Michigan ave- 
nue boulevard to and through Washington 
Park, thence along the Midway plaisance and 
through Jackson Park, with a branch down 
Stony Island avenue as far as Pullman, for 
the purpose of uniting Pullman - on 
the south with Evanston on the north. They 
would work for sich extension utterly indif- 
ferent to the fact that it would ruin 
the Michigan avenue 
South Side parks as it would already have 
ruined Lincoln Park and the Sheridan road, 
and allunder the pretense and pretext of 
benefiting the ** poor man.”’ 

It was proposed to build the “ May sub- 
way ” with one passage for driving teams and 
bicycles and another for traffic teams, which 
would have met all the requirements alike of 
the expressman, the millionaire, and the 
army of bicyclers. But that was objected to 
because it was intended to pay for the work 
by special assessment of the property most 
particularly benefited by the improvement. 
It was claimed this would fall with -erushing 
weight upon the “ poor man ’’—that is, upon 
the ** poor’ owners of property east of State 
street.

A Glasgow paper prints the statistics of emigra- 
tion from that port to foreign countries for eight 
months of the year 1892, or up to the month of 
September.

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ELEVATED ROADS THE KEY TO THE 
REAL-ESTATE SITUATION, * 


They, It Is Said, Will Practically Revolu- 
tionize the Market in a Comparatively 
Short Time—A Boom in Property Pre- 
dicted—Great Activity in Building, 

. Especially in Residence Property—Many 
Large Contracts Let and Others to Fol- 
low—Closing the Phenix Building Deal. 

One of the most importapt elements in the 

real estate situation isto be found undoubt- 
edly in the development of rapid transit and 


particularly in the movement in the direction | 


of elevated railroads. Chicagoans ere just be- 
ginning to see a little of what elevated lines 
may doin watching the operations of the 
South Side Rapid Transit company. The 
** Alley’ road is not yet completed far enough 
to have many of thé advantages that elevated 
traffie has over surface roads brought out 
ciéatly. But short as the line is at its lower 
end there is already a chance to study the de- 
velopment which followed the building of the 
New York elevated lines. It is the testimony 
of the employés of the company that a sur- 
prising amount of traffic is developing at 
some of the stations where at first glance it 
would seem there was little opportunity for 
bisiness. 

There can plainly be seen, tao, a distinct 


line of operations influenced by the construc- | 


tion of this road, and it 18 quite upsetting pre- 
vious conditions, so far as the relative ac- 
cessibility of property is concerned. Proper- 


‘ty south of the Midway Plaisance and within 
‘reach of the company’s Sixty-third street line 


is reaily nearer the city now, or will be after 
that line is completed, than much of the Hyde 
Park district between the plaisanee and Fifty- 
first street.

Other Projects Now on Foot. 

- Jt is ‘now definitely settled that tthe 
* Alley ” road is not to-be the only elevated 
structure. Nor will the present line of that 
road to Jackson Park be that company’s 
only mileage. Whatever the opinions of cap- 
itatists may be regarding the financial sound- 
ness of investments in elevated railroad prop- 
erty in Chicago—and. tnere is a wide difference 
of opinion on that subject—it has been demon- 
strated that there are at least capitalists 
enough who believe in the profitable possibil- 
ties of this method of transpertation to insure 
the construction of some expensive systems of 


' road, 


The concern which stands next to the South 
Side Rapid Transit company in solidity of 
character is its twin corporation, the West 
Side Metropolitan Elevated, which has back 
of it practically the same controlling spirits 
which bave pushed forward the South Side 
road, This West Side road will run its main 
line about Fitth avenue due west along itsown 
right of way next tothe alley adjacent to Van 
Buren street. Branches will leaye the main 
line in the vicinity of Ashland avenue and run 
on Twenty-second street, North avenue, 
and Milwaukee avenue. It is the plan 
of the company to construct a four-track 
yoad to Ashland avenue. This will be used as 
the trunk line upon which -traffic from the 
branches will be carried at express speed, 
trains from outside districts making no stops 
trom that point until the river is reached. It 
is also the intention of the company to de- 
velop far greater speed than has ever been 
attempted in urban transit heretofore. With 
that end in view engines of uousual weight, 
capable of developing’ a speed of thirty-five 
miles an hour, have been planned. — 

Will Revolutionize the Realty Market. 

If these plans are carried vut (and there 
seems to be no reason to doubt that they will 
be) they will wmmediately revolutionize 
the real-estate situation on West

Ashland avenue will virtually be brought with- 
in ore-third of the distance from the business 
center that it is now. A vast amount of prop- 
erty that is now not readily available because 
of too slow transportation facilities, or of 
none at all, will be placed by the side of the 
most desirable in the as so far as accessi- 
bility is concerned.

This ean but 
mean exceedingly rapid development of a 
ce ata whose chief drawback is the lack o 
reasonably adequate transportation, 
Another Line Much Needed, 

Another line which the logic of the situation 
will demand will be south along Halsted 
street, where, for “many miles, is a well popu- 
lated district now but pporly served. ‘There 
seems no doubt that the experience of the 
street-car companies in creating traffic will be 
duplicated by shese elevated roads. Although 
they may at first run through a territory that 
willfurnish but a meagre traffic the fact that 
they are runn there and offering facilities 
that caunot be had in other directions is cer- 
tain to rapidly build up business. 

People interested in the real-estate market 
and in tracing and predicting the direction and 
trend of the real estate activity have no more 
important factor in the problem they are 
studying than this development resulting from 
‘the building of elevated roads. There are 
jarge profits for the extensive gperator who 
fully comprehends it; and there are propor- 
tionate profits for the single-lot buyers who 
gauge it correctly. |

factory, even though it does not offer activity.

purchased inthis way and failedto tind an: 
other purchaser, would be failure to make 


future payments, followed by foreclosures and 


a demoralized market. 
Some Reason for the View. 

There appeared to be reason in sucha view 
of the situation, and 1t was the view which 
conservative operators generally accepted. 
Events have proved that they were wrong. 
‘Their error lay probably in a mistaken judg- 
inent regarding the character of the pur- 
chasers, for there can be no doubt that: there 
were many transactions where the purchaser 
never counted on making more than first 
payment, but was disappointed in finding a

TO EMULATE THE BIRDS, 


- From the Time When the Brothers Mont- 


| golfier Sent Up Their First Paper Hot 
Air Balloon Investigation Into Aerial 
Navigation, While Slow, Has Been At- 
tended with Material Results—* Dirige- 
able” Balloon Constructed During the 
Siege of Paris—Recent Experiments, 


From the year 1783, when the brothers 
Montgolfier constructed the first balloon, 
which was formed of paper and inflated with 
hot air, little was actually done in regard to 
steering or directing balloons until 1851, not- 
qithstanding that numerous attempts had 
been made and many foolish theoriés_ pro- 

. » However, 
that a really first-class engineer took up the 
subject of aeronautics. I refer to Henri Gif- 
fard, who was said to bean engineer and 
mechanic without rival, and the inventor of 
that marvelous instrument. the injector, by 
which a stream .of water without pressure is 
driven into a boiler against a pressure with no 
other. force than the steam from the boiler 
atting directly upon the cold water without 
the interposition of any pistons or moving 
parts whatsoever. : 

After a great deal of trouble and many dis- 
appointments, Giffard launched his first areo- 
stat dirigeable & vapeur on the 24th day of 
September, 1852. ‘This aerostat was an elon- 
gated balloon, pointed at both ends, and en- 
tirely covered—excepting the points and the 
lower part—by a net. Cords hanging from 
the neton each side of the balloon were at- 
tached toa wooden beam 65.6 feet long,

‘witn an interior bag or ‘balloonette, which en- 


abled air to be pumped in or discharged with- 
out allowing the air to m)x with or to deterior- 
ate the gas. The car was sus about 
forty-six feet below the balloon, and was pro- 
vided with a propelling screw 29.5 feet in 
diameter, which was driven by eight men. A 
triangular rudder was attached to both the 
balloon and the cords of suspension. The 
first experiments took place on Feb. 2, 1872, 
in the Fort of Vincennes, under the direction 
of M. Dupuy de Léme, accompanied by M. 

édé, M. Yon, ana eight men to operate the 
screw. ‘The balloon ascended rapidly, and as 
svon as the screws operated it responded to 
the action of the rudder at once. 

The speed was found to be 6.2 miles per 
hour, and it descended without accident abou’ 
six miles from the point of departure. 

In 1881 the brothers Tissandier commenced 
experiments with a “dirigeable”’ balloon, 
which was made of a similar shape to those 

reviously experimented with by Giffard and 

upuy de Lome. This balloon was 91 feet 
long, 31 feet in diameter, and had a volume 
of 56,506 cubic feet. The car was formed 
of bamboos secured togecher by cords and 
copper wires. The balloon was coin- 
pletely inclosed in a net and the car 
was suspended a sufficient distance be- 
low the machine to give the necessary sta- 
bility. It was driven by a dynamo-electric 
motor specially constructed for the purpose 
by the Siemens Bros. It developed 1.25 
horse-power and weighed 99 pounds. The 
ropelling screw was 9 feet in diameter, 
two blades, and made 180 turns a minute. 
The current of electricity for operating the 
motor was derived from a bichromate battery 
of twenty-four elements, the solutions being 
made very strong and the surface of the zinc 
very large. The weights were as follows: 
Balloon, 374 pounds; cords of suspension, 154 
pounds; shafts, 74 pounds; car, 220 pounds; 
motor, screw, and battery, with liquid for op- 
erating two and a half hours, 616 pounds; ap-

give the screw 110 turns per ‘minute. The en- 
gine was three horse power, or equal -to the 
work that could be done by thirty men. The 
weight of the boiler was 220 pounds and of 
the engine 128 pounds, making in all 348 
pounds, or 110 pounds for one horse power, or 
about twelve pounds for the power of one man. 
In ordet to have produced the same amount of 
energy by hand it would have been necessary 
to employ thirty men, which would have rep- 
resented a weight of 3,960 pounds; that is to 
say, nearly twelve times tne weight of the 
boiler and engine. On each side of the plat- 
form the fuel and water were stored, and it 
was believed that this could not be considered 
as adding any weight to the machine, because 
baliast wovld have to be provided in any 
event, and instead of throwing the baliast 
overboard, as is usualin ordinary balloons, 
the ballast was consumed by the engine. Had 
the machine been supplied with pure hydro- 
gen it would have had a lifting force of 6,160 
pounds, which would have permitted the em- 

‘ployment of a much more powerful motor, 
but at that time large quantities of hydrogen 
gas were not easily obtained; consequently, 
common illuminating gas to be employed, 
which diminished the lifting power 2,200 


- pounds, leaving a lifting force of 3,960 pounds. 


First Ascension Fairly Successful, 
When the machine was fully equipped it 


was found that the total weight, everything 


considered, was 3,432 pounds, leaving 528 
pounds for water and fuel, and consequently 
for ballast. When the first ascension was 
made it was found that the elongated bailoon 
kept its shape perfectly, that its axis remained 
horizontal, that there was no oscillation or 
vibration of the platform or car, and when the 
steam engine was put into action it gave to 
the balloon a speed of four and a half to six 
The velocity of 
the wind being greater than this the balloon 
could only navigate through a certain num- 
ber of degrees to the Jeeward of the point of 
departure, the width of the arc depending 
upon the velocity- of the wind. It was also 
found that the rudder operated perfectly, and 
that the head of the balloon could be turned 
in any direction, and if navigated in a dead 
calm it'was as manageable as a boat. 

After making his first balloon Giffard made 
other inventions from which he realized large 
sums of money, and this enabled him to con- 
uct further experiments, not only with 
“dirigeable ” balloons, but also with captive 
balloons.

Made Nearly Seven Miles an Hour. 

The first experiment took place Oct. 8, 1883. 
The balloon rapidly moun to a height of 
1,640 feet, and when the battery was fully 
turned on the ballon commenced at once to 
move through the air at the rate of 6.7 miles 
per hour, and the rudder was found to oper- 
ate perfectly. A second trial was made on 
the 26th of September, 1884, on a compara- 
tively calm day when the wind was only blow- 


speed of the balloon through the air was 
found to be 8.9 miles per hour. A great num- 
ber of evolutions were performed over Paris. 
The balloon remained in the air two hours 
and finally descended without accident’ in a 
field tifteen miles from the point of depart- 
ure. 
The present “‘dirigeable”’ balloon of the 
French army, of which so much has been 
said, 1s the result of a long series of experi- 
inentsconducted at.Chalais-Meudon in behalf 
of the French Government by Capt. Renard, 
Capt. de la Haye, and Capt. Krebs. Experi- 
ments were commenced as early as 1870, but 
very little progress was made until after the 
brothers Tissandier had shown their appara- 
tus. Taking advantage of all the experi- 
ments that had preceded thein the French 
officers constructed a fish-shaped balloon, the 
reatest diameter being near the forward end. 
‘he principal dimensions of the balloon were: 
Length, 165 feet ; diameter, 27.5 feet; volume, 
63,830 cubic feet. The metive power was a 
epecially constructed dynamo-electric ma- 
chine which deéveloped 85 horse-power 
on the shaft of the machine. It was 
driven by a battery which developed 
12 electrical horse-power. The weight 
of the battery was 42.5 pounds per 
horse power. The screw was of great 
diameter, nade forty-six turns per minute, 
and gave a propelling pull to the machine of 
132 pounds. The principal weights were: 
Balloon and balloonnette 811 pounds, net 279 
pounds, car complete 994 pounds, rudder 101 
pounds, screw 90 pounds, electric machine 215 
pounds, framework and gearing 103 pounds, 
motor shaft 67 pounds, battery and appliances 
958 pounds, aeronauts 308 pounds, ballast 470 
pounds, total about 4,400 pounds. The rela- 
tion of the weights to the lifting power was so 
adjusted that the balloon had very little ascen- 
sional force and when liberated Aug. 9, 1884, 
it was found to rise very slowly in the air. 
When it had attained a sinall elevation above 
the earth the screw was put in motion and the 
balloon at once commenced to travel through 
the air.at a velocity of 12.26 miles per hour, 
and readily responded to the least movement 
of the rudder. The officers in their report on 
this trial to the government say: 


It Steered Easily. 


** The direction was at first toward ChA&tilion 
and Verriéres, but in order not to become en- 
tangled with the tops of the trees the direc- 
tion was changed, and the balloon headed 
toward Versailles. Above Villacoublay, find- 
ing that we were abouttwo andahaif mules 
from Chalais, and peng wholly satisfied with 
the behavior of our talloon, we decided to re- 
turn and to attempt to descend at Chalais, not- 
withstariding that there was only a very small 
clear space there. The balloon madea half 


rudder (about 11°). The diameter of the arc 
of the circle described was about 984 feet. 
The dome of the Invalides, by which we had 
located ourselves, showed Chalais to be a little 
to the left of the direction in which we were 
headed. Following our route until Chalais 
was directly to our left the balloon was then 
turned to the left with nuch more ease than 
it changed ite direcwon before, and 
very soon it was hovering 984 feet 
above its point of departure. The » ten- 
dency of the balloon to descend at this 
momept was caused principally by opening 
the valve. During this tiine it was necessary 
to make the balloon move forward and back 
several times in order to bring it exactly over 
the spot where we desired to iand. At 262 
feet above the ground acord letdown from 
the balloon was sei by some men, and the 
aerostat was landed in the field whence it had 


started.” 

On the 25th of August, 1885, Capt. Renard, 
in conjunction with his brother, made other 
experiments with a ‘“‘ dirigeable ”’ balloon. 
The ascension took place at about 4 o’clock in 
a light breeze, but nevertheless the balloon, 
under the action of ite screw, resisted the 
strong aerial current, and accomplished with 

reat success a number of maneuvers in dif- 

erent directions without always returning to 
its point of departure. The landing took 
place near Petit-Bicétre. 

On the 22d of September, 1885, other experi- 
ments were tried, which gave satisfactory re- 
suits. The aerostat advanced toward the 
fortifications of Paris, in the vicinity of Point- 
du-Jour, and returned with great facility to 
the point of departute. These experimeuts 
took place under favorable circumstances, 
because the balloon was kept in a sheitered 
inclosure and ready inflated, and ascensions 
were only attempted at favorable moments; 
nevertheless, the French themselves say: 
‘Elies n’en constituent pas moins un des 
plus grands résultats de la science moderne.”’ 

If ordinary balloons, completely without 
any means of directing thea, proved of such 
great service to thé French during the siege of 
Paris, how much more useful would they have 
found the latest *“‘dirigeable”’ kalloons, which

assurance that we can transport (wit 


ible whenever a motor sufficiently power- 
fal in proportion to its weight should be dis- 
covered. It has long been known that birds 
and all other animals which sustain them- 
selves in the air by muscular effort are 
capable of developing an enormous amount 
of power in proportion to their weight, 
but just how much power has not until late- 
ly been definitely determined. As it may b3 
presumed that artificial machines could not 
be made which would operate more econom- 
ically than natural machines or birds, it is 
self-evident that some motive power should be 
discovered which would develop at least as 
much power in proportion to its weight as a 


bird is able to develop. Heavy birds with rel- 


atively small wings, such as, for instance, the 
goose, carry about 150 pounds to the horse- 
power, while birds such as the albatross and 
the vulture, in which the wing surface is very 
large in proportion to the weight, carry prob- 
ably in the neighborhood of 250 pounds per 
horse-power. All who have witnessed the 
flight of these latter birds have remarked the 
apparent ease with which they fly; in fact, 
they appear to exert hardly any muscular 
energy at all. 
Power Needed for Artificial Flight. 

Two complete setsof experiments have been 
independently condicted recently, with a 
view of ascertaining how much power is re- 
quired to perform artificial flight. One set of 
experiments was tried in the United States by 
the eminent astronomer and mathematician, 
Prof. Langley; the other experiments were 
conducted by myself at Bexley, in the County 
of Kent. Both series of experiments were 
conducted with the aeroplane, because it was 
believed that this system was the one which 
would require ‘the least amcunt of power. 
We were both provide? with very perfect 
apparatus, with many  instrumenta of 
precision, which enabled us to. ascertain 
accurately just how much power was required 
to drive a plane through the air at various 
angles, how much the plane would lift, the 
kind of screw best adapted for propulsion, the 
efficiency of the screw, and the power required 
to operate it. Prof. Langley’s experiments 
were tried on a rotating arm thirty feet long. 
In my apparatus the arm was made slightly 
longer, so as to make the circumference of 
the circle round which it traveled exactly 200 
feet. Prof. Langley’s experiments were con- 
ducted for the most part with small planes, 
which carried loads of only two or three 
| sear while my experiments were con- 

ucted with large planes, carrying weights of 
from 20 to 100 pounds. In Prof. Langley’s 
experiments the load carried was at the rate of 
250 pounds to the horse power of energy ex- 

nded, while in my experiments, where the 

oad was heavier and the area of the plane less 

in proportion, the load carried was at the rate 
of 133 pounds to the horse power. However, 
when [| carried alight load at a very high 
speed on a relatively large plane I sometimes 
approached very closely to Prof. Langley’s 
figures. My experiments were tried witha 
view of obtaining the necessary data for build- 
ing a practical machine; consequently I ap- 
proximated as near as possible to what a prac- 
tical machine should be. I quote the follow- 
ing from Prof. Langley’s admirabie work on 
“ Aerodynainics ”’ : 

1 may state that these researches have led to 

the resuit that mechanical sustentation of heavy 

ies in the air, combined with great speeds, is 
not only possible, but within the reach of me- 
chanical means we actually possess, and that while 
these researches are, asl have said, not meant to 
demonstrate the art of guiding such heavy bodies 
in flight, they do show that we now have the 
power to sustain and propel them. 

After discussing the power as frelates to 
speed, he says: 

One horse pews thus employed will transport a 
larger weight at twenty miles an hour than at 
ten, astilllarger at forty miles than at twenty, 
and so on, with an increasing economy of power 
with each higher speed up tosome remote limit 
not yet attained in experiment, but probably rep- 
resented by higher speeds than have as yet been 
reached in any other mode of transport—a state- 
ment which demands and will receive the amplest 
confirmation later in these pages. 

Effect of the Air Friction. 

It has long been known that birds obtained 
the greater yp of their support by moving 
forward with sufficient velocity so as to be 
constantly resting on new air, the inertia of 
which has not been disturbed, and that it was 
quite impossible to account for a bird sustain- 
ing itself in the air if we computed the lifting 
power of its wings in accordance. with New- 
ton’s law. Prof. Langley in referring to this 
subject says: 

We may remark that they incidentally show 
tuat the effect of the air friction is wholly in- 
sensible in such experiments as these; but the 
principal deduction from them is that the sus- 
taining pressure of the air on a plane 1 foot 
square, moving ata small angle of inclination 
to a horizonal path is many times greater than 
would result from the formula implicity given 
by Newton. Thus, for an angle 5° this theoretical 
pressure would be sine2 5° cosine 5°=0.0076 of the 
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pressure on a normal plane moving with the 
same velocity, while, according to these experi- 
ments, itisin reality 0.15 of that pressure, or 
twenty times as great as the theoretical amount. 

In discussing the question as to whether it 
is possible to perform artificial flight or not, 
Prof. Langley prefers to appear very conserv- 
ative in his opinions, He, however, says: 

1 may state the fact, surely of extreme inter- 
est in ite bearing on the possibility of mechanical 
flight, that while an engine developing one-horse 
power can, as has been shown, transport over 200 

unds at the rate of twenty metres per second 
forty-five miles an hour),.such an engine (i. e.. 
engine and boiler) can be actually built to weig 
less than one-tenth of this amount. 

‘ine most important general inference from 
these experiments, as a whole, is chat. as far as 
the mere power to sustain heavy bodies in the 
air by mechanical flight goes, such mechanica} 
flight is ; possible with engines we now possess, 
since effective steam engines have lately been 
built, weighing less than ten pounds to one-horse 
power, and the experiments show that if we mul- 
tiply the small planes which have been actually 
used, or assume a larger planeto have approxi- 
mately the properties of similar small ones, one- 
horse power rightly applied can sustain over 200 
pounds in the airat a horizontal velocity of over 
twenty metres per second (about forty-five miles 
an hour). and still more at still higher velocities, 

lam not prepared tosay that the relauons of 
power, area, weight, and speed, here experiment- 
_ established for planes of small area, will 
hold for indefinitely large ones; but from all the 
circumstances of experiment, [ can entertain no 
doubt that they doso hold far enough to afford 
fuel for a 
considerable journey, and at speeds high enough 
to make us independent of ordinary winds) 
—— many times greater than that of a man. 

The most important, and, it is believed, novel 
truth, already announced, immediately follows 
from what has been shown, that whereas in land 
or marine transportation incre speed is 
maintained only by a disproportionate expendi- 
ture of power within the limits of experiment in 
suct® aerial horizontal transport the higher 
speeds are more economical of power than the 
lower ones. 

{ wish, however, to put on record my belief that 
the time has come for these questions to e 
the serious attention, not only of engineers, dut 
of all interested in the possibly near practical 
solution of a problem one of the most important 
in its conseguences of any which has ever pre- 


view of producing a suitable motor. I care- 
fully considered. the merits of all forms of 
motors, es Peg hot-air ag —— oe 
gines, petroleum engines, and electrica 
motors operated by storage batteries. At 
that time it seemed to me that the steam 
engine would be the most suitable, as I be- 
lieved is could be made lighter than any of 
the others in proportion the power devel- 
oped, and also its action was simple and 
reliable.

My steam engines weigh 
collectively 600 pounds; the steam generator, 
includi ee nenes the smokestack, and the 
burner, 1,000 pounds; the pumping machinery, 
100 pounds, and the gas-generating apparatus 
about 100 pounds, I find that the condenser 
operates well while traveling at high velocity 
through the air, that its weight need not ex-

ceed one pound to the horse power, and that 
the weight of the water and steam in the com- 
plete circulation through the boiler, the 
engine, and the 
more than one pound to the horse power, 
which is at the rate of eight pounds per 
horse power. The bursting pressure of 

tubes forming my boiler while under steam is 
not less than 1,700 pounds to square inch 
and the pressure at which I operate them is 
300 pounds to the square iach. The engines 
have developed in useful effect on the machine 
itself a force of not less than 300 horse power, 
which, of course, ‘theans an indicated horse 
power considerably higher. Having developed 
a motor of sufficient puwer and lightness, I 
am now experimenting with large aeroplanes 
placed at various mee and instead of being 
run in a circle, as in my former experiments, 
they are driven straight through the air by 
running the machine on a railway track. 

question to be decided now is whether large 
planes will prove as economical as small ones. 

Motors Have Been Too Heavy. . 

The reason why all experimenters with aero- 
planes have thus far-fi has been because 
the motors employed were vastly too heavy in 

roportion to their power. I-believe now I 

ave shown that it is possibile to produce a 
really powerful and reliable motor which is 
well within the limits, that if I ao not succeed 
some one else will, and at no remote date. In 
regard to steering, I do not anticipate that 
this will be a very difficult matter, certainly 
not more so than to steer a locomotive tor- 
pedo completely submerged in the water. 

I do not pretend to say that I have reached 
finality in producing’ a light and powerful 
motor; perhaps, in choosing the kind of motor 
to experiment with I selected the steam en- 
gine, not because it was best adapted to the 
purpose, but because it was the motor which 
at that time I understood the best and con- 
sidered the safest. Since I commenced my 
experiments petroleum engines, operating on 
the principle of the ** Otto Cycle,’’ have been 
reduced toa high degree of efficiency if not 
of lightness, and the French engineers have 
reduced the weight of the electrical motor 
and storage battery in about the same degree 
that, I have redu the steam engine. 

Moreover, experiments have taken place in 
America, England, and Switzerland, with 
naphtha engines, and the results obtained have 
been rather startligg. The eminent engineers, 
Messrs. Yarrow, have conducted some very 
careful and accurate experiments, and have 
proved that the same amount of heat will de- 
velope twice as much energy in a naphtha 
engine as in a steam engine, and this, notwith¢ 
standing the fact that engineers and math- 
ematicians proved that it could not be done. 
It is a good steam boiler that will evaporate 
ten pounds of water with one pound of coal.

This being the case, I think the scientists who 
have so long been crying *‘Give us a motor 
and we will very soon give you a flying ma- 
chine’”’ ought to be satisfied, 

Saféty Must Be Considered. 

In-constructing a flying machine which is 
intended tobe navigated by living engineers 
precautions must be taken to insure their 
safety. A very large aeroplane has to be pro- 
vided to prevent a too rapid fall in case of a 
stoppage of the machinery, and this, of course 
adds to the weight and to the power required 
to drive it. But should a flyimg machine be 
considered as only an aerial torpedo for car- 
rying high explosives and dropping them at a 
point twenty or thirty miles distant, then the 
bulky aeroplane could be replaced by a large 
number of lung, narrow blades, or wings, 
placed one above the other (superposed), 
which would lift much more for their 
weight and the power required to drive 
thern, and would enable the machine to fly 
much faster. A machine of this kind could 
be controlled as relates to height above the 
earth after the manner of a common water 
torpedo, while its direction could be controlled 
with a great degree of nicety by a magnetic 
needle operating upon automatic steering 
gear constructed in such a manner that it 
could be instantly set to steer autumatically 
to any desired point of the compass, and to 
let go its bomb and-to fall itscif with the re- 
mainder of its naptha after the screw 
made a predetermined number of turns.

FLAPPING ITS WINGs. 


PENNINGTON SAYS HIS AIRSHIP 
IS ALMOST READY TO FLY. 


He Is Confident of Its Success and Wants 
to Go Up, but Careful Chicago Backers 
of the Enterprise Insist That the Ma- 
chine Shall Do a Little Sailing on Its 
Own Account Before Human Life Is 
Imperiled—Details of the Ship’s Con- 
struction. 


Down in the manufacturing suburb of Chi- 
cago Heights 18a big sheet-iron covered fac- 
tory building which is at least, in one respect, 
unique. It is probably the only building ever 
erected é exclusively for use in constructing 
airships. The airship factory is an ordinary 
looking structure 150 feet square. It consists 
of a main building thirty-eight feet wide and 
fifty-eight feet high in the ciear, flanked by 
two wings, one one-story and the other two 
stories in height. These two wings are occu- 
pied by work rooms, machine shops, and 
offices. > 

It is the main portion of the building that 
bears the marks of the special use to which it 
is devoted. This is in the form of one great 
room 150 feet long, without any break in the 
clear space from floor to ceiling. The entire 
south end of this part of the building consists 
of one pair of doors. These doors together 
are 38x58 feet, and it is an easy guess that they 
are the largest in the United States, or, for 
that matter, in the world. They are so large, 
in fact, that they have toe be braced with truss 
rods and hand buckles, and opened and closed 
with rope and tackle. Around the main room 
are built several galleries, from which ma- 
chinery is to be operated in building the air- 
ship chambers. In this room is now lying the 
buoyancy chamber of an airship which is to 
make its experimental trip within a few days. 
The “buoyancy chamber,” as it ia call 
is twenty-eight feet in mean diameter an 
115 feet over ail. It is the largest 
‘“‘chamber”’ which has so far been 
built by E. J. Pennington, whose name is as 
intimately associated with aerial navigation as 
that of the mythical Darius Green. It is the 
intention of the backers of the enterprise to 
build the buoyancy chambers of sheets of 
aluminum, running from end to end, and 
patents have been procured on machinery 
which will work from the stagings at the sides 
of the construction room. The experimental 
chamber, however, which is now two-thirds 
inflated, is made of silk and linen fabric of 
special texture. The car which is to be at- 
tached to this chamber has been built, and 1s 
supposed to hold fourteen people, though it 
capacity will 
be crowded on the experimental trip. The car 
is 14 feet long, 8 feet wide, and 9 feet high. It 
is made of sheets of aluminium, a metal 
which enters largely into the construction of 
the machinery and equipment of the airship. 

The scheme of the airship, unlike inost_ of 
inventions designed to move above the eafth, 
is not after the bird pattern. It is rather a 


working out of the idea involved in the move- 
ment ofa. fishthrough water. The buoyancy 
chamber is cigar-shaped to escape wind pres- 
sure, and when filled with aren gas the 
airship will be of the same specific gravity as 
the air surrounding it, just as a fish is of the 
same specific gravity as the water surround 

it. For this reason the airship is not sup 

to rise on account of the inflated chamber 
but simply wilt maintain its position at any 
point where it is pl The keel of the ship 
will be above and will consist of a long, can- 


vas-covered frame, ending at the rear in a. 


vertical rudder. This will be of canvas 
stretched on a light wood frame and braced 
with wire. In the ship now being finished the 
wire used is of a special German construction 
of extraordinary tensile strength. On the 
sides of the vessel will be attached two hori- 
zontal planes of similar structure to the keel 
and running from end to end of the chamber. 
Beneath the buoyancy ehamber will be sus- 
pended the car and the two fins connected 
from the ends of the buoyancy chamber to 
the car. The side planes, fins, and keel are 
supposed to act as the feathers on an arrow in 
steadying the airship and directing its course. 

In the two side planes will be four propel- 
lers, two on aside. These propellers act sim- 
ilarly to the small fans used for changing the 
air in rooms and offices. As they are moved 
in a horizontal plane, either from right to left 
or left to right, they raise or lower the air- 
ship. The motion ahead 1s secured bya _ pro- 
peller which has fourarms and which can be 
revolved at the rate of 350 revolutions a min- 
ute. The outer diameter of the propeller is 
the same as the mean diameter of the buoy- 
ancy chamber. As in the case of the keel, the 
propeller occupies a position exactly opposed 
to that which it has in an ordinary ship. 
It will be at the forward end of the vessel, 

The shaft will enter the front end of the 
buoyancy chamber, where the machinery will 
be located. When the regular chambers are 
built and aluminium is used the chamber will 
be divided into 100 compertments, which 
connect with valves and which will render the 


‘vessel less liable toa disabling accident. In 


the aluminium form of chamber all the ma- 
chinery will be located in the forward end, in 
as small space as possible. In the experi- 
mental vessel now being built the chamber is 
not divided into compartments, but consists 
of a single sack, and the machinery will be lo- 
cated in the car below. 3 

The machinery which is being fitted up for 
operating the airship is, if anything, more in- 
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teresting than the ship itself. Mr. Penning- 
ton has invented a form of gas engine weigh- 
ing only forty-five pounds which will develp 
about fifteen horse-power. The engine has 
four simple cylinders extending at right an- 
gies horizontally from acenter. In each of 
these a pwston works. Coal gas, or hydrogen, 
is carried into these cylinders by a supply 
pipe, and in succession a spark of electricity 
is developed in each of the cylinders. This 
explodes gas and gives pow- 
er to the engine. : The power 
is transmitted by a. band wheel at the 
top of the ine. Six small storage 
batteries, each about six inches high, are to 
carry the supply which the inventor considers 
necessary for his experimental trip. Evea 
these have been made of a special form and of 


ris con- 
nected with a barometer, the vertical rudder 
is in connection with a compass, and 
both are automatic in their action. There is 
also an apparatus to be operated by hand for 
use in making landings. ‘The operator is sup- 
posed to sit in the forward end of the car with 
a keyboard and an elaborate system of switches 
before him.

The airship, which is to make its first trip, 
according to Mr. Pennington, ina few days, 
will have a carrying capacity of two and a 
half tons. At present the buoyancy chamber 
is two-thirds full and issuspended in thé air 
some six or eight feet above the floor of the 
building. The car is ready and the finishing 
touches are being put on the machinery to be 


_ used in the transmission of power from the 


engine to the side propellers and _ the 
main propeller at the head of the ma- 
chine. It is hkely that a trial would 
have been made before this time had it not 
been for an accident which occurred 
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time ago. By carelessness in com >ining 
ases there was a severe explosion and Mr, 
n was badly burn 

The Chicago men who are the financial 
backers of the present test or experiment 
take issue with Mr. Pennington on one point. 
The inventor himself is so enthusiastic regard- 
ing the success of the pe age trial that he 
claims to feel perfectly e in making the 
ascent. . The Chicago men, however, are 
scarcely as enthusiastic, and propose to have 
the machine well tethered before the trial is 
made, ani propose that the ship shall do. 
some sailing on its own account before they 
allow Mr. Pennington to embark. The com- 
pany making the experiments has forty-two 
patents here and owns patents in thirty-one 
vther countries. All the main features of the 
invention have been‘covered, as well as proc- 
esses for making many of the materials used. 
The poses of making the aluminium alloy, 
which is used for sheets, is the most impor- 
tant. The vessels to be made in the future, in 
case the present one achieves a moderate de- 
gree of success, are to have aluminium used 
instead of any sort of textile fabric. The 
buoyancy chamber, the fins, keel, and aero- 
planes are all to be of this material. - 

Mr. Pennington is also working out an in- 
vention along the same line for carrying dy- 
nawnite. The carriers are to be small forms 
of airships to be operated automatically. In 
use they are to be directed toward some forti- 
fication or objective ironclad, and the attrac- 
tion of the ironclad will cause the load of dy- 


namite to be directed toward it and dropped | 


down onto it. 

It is just possible that if the Chilean troubles 
had assumed more serious aspect some ex- 
periments would have been made with these 
carriers.

MAKING GOLD BY ARIIFICE. 


How the Alchemists Used to Do It and the 
Fate It Brought Them To. 

Washington Star: It hasoften been stated, 
and with truth, that modern chemistry is in- 
debted for much of its knowledge to the al- 
chemists of old, whose experiments for the 
purpose of making gold by artifice were cer- 
tainly extraordinary to the utmost 
point of absurdity. Some of them act- 
ually attempted to imprison the sun’s rays, 
which they tried to calcine and powder, 
the rays being supposed to consist .of 
pure golden sparks. Others sought to obtain 
the philosopher’s stone, which was to trans- 
mute all other metals into gold, from honey, 
sugar, wine, bloud, and even rain water. Dead 

odies were dug up from their graves and 
saltpeter was extracted from them to serve as 
an ingredient. Still others believed that gold 
grew from seed, other metals merely furnish- 
ing a fruitful soil in which the yellow germs 
developed like plants. 

In a work now rare, called the “ History of 
Ancient Pharmacy,’’ it is mentioned that Ray- 
mond Nully was said to have transformed 
60,000 pounds of mercury into gold for the 
English King Edward III., and that from this 
supply of the yellow metal the first rose no- 
bles were coined. The credibility of the story 
is somewhat diminished, however, by the 
circumstance that the same monarch 


was soon after obliged to coin money | 


from his own and the Queen’s crown 
and from the golden vessels of churches 
and cloisters. It is gravely recorded that the 
Kmperor Frederic III. on Jan. 15, 1648, at 
Prague, changed three pounds of mercury 
into two and one-half pounds of gold by 
means of one grain of a lead powder given to. 
him by a man named Kichthausen. e cre- 
ated this man Baron of Chaos, and from the 
gold a medal was made which bore an in- 
scription’ referring to its artificial origin. 
This medal was long preserved in the Vienna 
treasury. 

In 1705 a Saxon Liéeutecant named Paykull 
was taken prisoner by Charies XII. at Warsaw 
and condemned to death. He promised to 
make $1,000,000 worth of gold each year if his 
life were spared. In presence of witnesses 
Paykull changed six ounces of lead into gold 
by means of a tincture which contained anti- 
mony, sulphur, and. saltpeter among other in- 
gredients. Uut of this gold medala were 
stamped; but Paykull must have failed in 
subsequent attempts, because he was after- 
ward executed. If this goose had been able 
to lay real golden eggs it isto be presumed 
that he would not have met with so melan- 
choly a fate. 

The business of manufacturing gold in those 
days seems to have been an extremely dan- 
gerous one, commonly bringing persons who 
pursued it to a violent death. orge Hon- 
auer promised to transform 3,600 weight of 
iron into gold for the Prince of Wurtemberg. 
The Prince detected a boy, who had been con- 
cealed in the laboratory, in the act of putting 
gold in the crucible. He thereupon ordere 
an iron gallows to be constructed, from which 
the imprudent faker was hanged in 1697. Two 
other golamakers were likewise hanged from 
this same gallows at Stuttgart in 1606 and 
1738 respectively. 

In 1677 a man named Krohnemann entered 
the service of the Marquis of Brandenburg 
with the rank of Colonel. He soon won repu- 
tation aa a goldmaker and was given charge 


_of the mint and mines. Subsequently he was 


suspected of fraud, and on his trial it was 
proved that he had: stolen gold and silver 
from the treasury of the Margrave for use in 
the deception. He was condemned -to be 
hanged. ; ; 

A quack named Daniel supplied Jtalian 
apothecaries with a wonderful gold powder 
called “* usufur,’’ which was supposed to have 
astonishing medicinal value. retending that 
the art of compounding this usufur, with other 
drugs, was a mystery known only .to him- 
self, he directed his patients not to permit 
the apothecaries to mix the _ ingre- 
dients of .his prescriptions, but to buy them, 
including the usutur, and bring them to him 
for putting together. He mixed the drugs, 
omitting the usufur, in which manner he suc- 
ceeded in having restored to him the gold pow- 
der, previously sold by him at a high price to 
the apothecaries. The powder soon became 
famous, and the quack finally offered to teach 
Duke Cosmos II. of Florence the art of mak- 
ing gold. The aged sore Daniel 20,000 ducats 
for the secret the swindler fled to 
France with the money. — 

Count Cajetan in 1705, in the presence of 
Frederick L of Prussia, changed one pound of 
mercury into gold by means of a red tincture. 
Subsequently he promised to make $6,000,000 
worth of gold in six weeks, but, failing to keep 
his word, he was hanged, draped in gold leaf, 
which became the customary method of dealing 
with alchemists, The tribe of alchemists is not 
yet entirely extinct. In 1880 an American 
named Wise duped a member of the Rohan 
family and a collateral descendarit of the 
“* Necklace Cardinal,’’ whom Cagliostro de- 


ceived by pretending to make gold, Wise got. 


a considerable sum of money from Rohan 
and decamped.

HOW THEY ARE USED BY DESIGN- 
ING PERSONS OF BOTH SEXES. 


Wives Are Terrorized by Their Husbands, 
Seapegrace Sons Extort Money, While 
Lovers Frequently Force Their Sweet- 
hearts to Marry Them by Threatening 
Suicide—The “ Threat-Wielder ” Is Gen- 
erally a Coward, but He Generally Gains 
the Point He Wishes to Make. 

The threat as a weapon of social warfare 


has not yet been given ite truly important [ 


place, sagely remarks a writer in the San 
Francisco Chronicle, The sanest persons are 
inclined to regard the threat as the outcome 
of a vain and feeble mind and are prompted 
to laugh when the villain cries ‘‘ Beware.” 
Much as we may despise the threat, yet it is 
indubitable that more people are influenced 
and made to do what is against their wishes 
by this means than by actual violence. 

The threat-wielder is naturally punily pro- 
portioned, mentally and physically, and exer- 
cises his power most effectually in the woman’s 
world, Women more than men have rea- 
sons to dread the threat, for man can either 
afford to run its dangers or - pro- 
ceed to immediate punishment. The 
woman is defenseless, and though 
she would frequently like to proceed to ex- 
tremes, yet traditional convention keeps her 
within bounds. Threats are so varied that it 
would require a large volume to describe 
them all, but we will speak of the more com- 
mon,

He Gets What He Wants. 

One threat is aufficient to procure the means 
for bis vile wants and the household lives in 
abject terror lest the threat-wielder pnt into 
execution his promise of further tortures. It 
is pot only bad sons who exe)cise this baleful 
syatem of money-getting, it is as freely em- 
ployed by bad brothers and husbands. 

The pleasant and affectionate brother is 
probably now reading the society columns of 
the daily and weekly papers with the utmost 
care. His drunken comrades once twitted 
him about his *‘ craze.”’ 

“Well,” said the unblushing scoundrel, 
** d’ye see I have a sister who’s no end way up, 
and when I find she’s going to give a.party to 
the nobs I drop her aline andsay I’m coming. 
It fetches the stuff, it does.’’ This heartless 
scheme to filch from her money to cover her 
disgrace found a peculiar charm for the be- 
sotted minds of his companions. The threat 
was more potent than the performance, for if 
the lady had had the moral courage to 
send for an officer and declare the fellow a 
lunatic she would have been saved from his 
now never-ending persecution. 

How many women suffer from the threat of 
their devoted husbands? And how many 
wives slave themselves to death through 
threats from their spouses? 

The threat cannot be successfully wielded by 
men whose mentality lacks intuition. To a 


map whose intuitions are good and who reads 


human nature easily the threat is a powertul 
weapon. It really requires a man who can 
analyze emotion and passion to reach the acme 
of perfection as a threat-wielder. The vulgar 
threatener loses his charm, but the accom- 
plished villain can so torture his victim or 
victims that the pangs endured by the patrons 
of the auto da fe were exquisite pleasures in 
comparison. , 

Appaetently the kindest and most subservi- 
ent husbands can, by judicious handling of the 
threat, drive their wives almost to desperation 
at a social function, and none but them know 
of the secret punishment. To employ the 
threat su that it pestersevery fiber of your 
victim’s body the tenderest points in your 
opponent’s armor must be known. Thatonce 
being discovered it.is marvelous what ramitfi- 
cations the threat can take.

An armistice is 
agreed upon, and by the persistent flourishin 
of poison and gun he marries the frighten 
girl. Sometimes the moody desperado sails 
on another tack. “Very well,”’ he cries, “if 
you will not marry me you shall never marry 
another. I shal! kill him at the altar.” This 
mode of attack is painfully successfut with a 
young girl, whose vanity is soothed by the 
thought of what a ruffian she has for a lovor. 
Othellos are always admired by women, and 
all are equally uncomfortable to their Des. 
demonas. 


They Hint at Death. 


The first blushes of matrimonial happiness 
are often overshadowed by the cold gray- 
dawns of rude materiality. Sentiment. if it 
ever plays part in man’s nature, soon wears 
away. The same man who sheds tears over a 
poem will unhesitatingly cali his wife “an 
ass ’’ and see nothing but doilars and cents in 
her most exquisite creations of dress or bon- 
net. 

But some astute men who desire to entirely 
subjugate their wives feign in the early days 
of their marriage a gloomy almost terrify- 
ing sentiment ana dwell with pathetic insist- 
ence upon their early'demise, following the 
example of their fathers or grandfathers in 
the quiet graveland, who passed froin the 
scene of action astonishingly young.

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CASH NOT CALLED FOR 


UNCLAIMED MONSY ORDERS NOW 
AMOUNT TO OVER $3,000,000. 


Of This Vast Sum, Which Is on Deposit in 
the New York Subtreasury, It Is Prob- 
able $2,000,000 Represents Orders Over- 
due and Which May Never Be Pre- 
sented—How Mistakes Happen and the 
Manner in Which They Can Be Recti- 
fied—Interesting Facts. 

In the Subtreasury in New York City there 
is on deposit today more than $3,000,000 rep- 
resenting outstanding money orders, and of 
this amount more than $2,000,000 represents 
money orders which are overdue and which 
may never be presented for payinent, says the 
Philadelphia Press. Ten years ago, in & 
spasm of virtue, Congress appropriated the 
money to pay the salaries of ten cierks who 
should check up the books of the money order 
office and prepare a list of money orders which 
had not been presented for payment. 

It was estimated then that if this list was 
prepared the owners of two-thirds of this 
money could be traced, and the money could 
be restored to them. Today one solitary clerk 
site in a little office on the top floor of the 
Postoffice Department annex, checking up 
the unpaid money orders. He is working now 
on orders.issued in 1871; at this rate he will 
not catch up with his work within twenty 
years, and by that time most of the owners of 
the money will be dead and their heirs or 
executors will be hard to find. 

The other nine clerks, for which Congress 
has been making appropriations regularly, are 
working away at other business. The business 
of the offive is very much in arrears and is 
likely to fall behind still farther since the pro- 
posed appropriation for twenty-four additional 
clerks for the Sixth Auditor’s Bureau was left 
out of the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill 
The number of money-order offices in the 
United States has been increased from 11,000 
to 20,000 in the last year, so that it is not sur- 
prising that Sixth Auditor Coulter should want 
more clerks, but if the truth were known about 
the lost money-order fund the virtue of Con- 
gress was only spasmodic, and the government 
is not very anxious to return this money to its 


owners. It would mean very little profit to 
any individual and it would involve a loss of 


more than $2,000,000 to Uncle Sam. 


People Are Ever Careless. 

It seems st under the precautionary 
system now by the Postoffice De 
ment that such an enormous amount of 
money should have accumulated to the credit 
of unpaid money orders, but the chief ac- 
no Ahan, ar was under the original rules of 
the office, which were much more conservative 
than those now in force. If A at Columbus 
sent a money order to B in Philadelphia 
twenty-five years ago and B did not present 
that order for payment the Postmaster in 
Philadelphia might mest B three times a day 
for a year and under the regulations of the 
Postoffice Department he could not tell him 
that the money was awaiting his order. The 
Postmaster at Columbus could not notify A 
that the money remained unclaimed. 

So if the order had gone astray probably B 
wondered why A did not send that money to 
him; and A puzzled over the fact that B did 
not acknowledge the receipt of it, and unless 
they came together and had an understand- 
ing, the money was never claimed, and it lies 
in the Subtreasury today awaiting an order 
from Atos. But if A sent a money order to 

Btoday, and the order was not proeeaten for 

ayment, the Postmaster at Philadel phia,exam- 
ining the letters of advice received from other 
offices at the end of the month, and finding this 
money urder to have been unpaid at the -end 
of the previous month, would notify B that 
there was a money order in his favor on 
file in the office, sent to him by A from Co- 
lum bus. : 

If at the end of another month the money 
order were still unpaid he would notify him 
again. Andifattheend of a third month 
the money had not been claimed he would 
advise the Postmaster at Columbus, who 
would notify A that his money order in favor 
of B had not been presented at the postoffice 
at Philadelphia, and ask him to urge B -to 
have it cashed. It would seem that these pre- 
cautions ought to imsure the payment of 
money orders within a reasonable time, yet 
every year hundreds of them remain unpaid 
until they are invalid, 

The superintendent of the money order 
office seldom receives any explanation of the 
delay in cashing a money order; all. dupli- 
cates are issued from his vffice, but there is a 
regular form of application for duplicates 
kept on file in all money order offi and all 
that the superintendent receives usually is an 
application made out on one of these blanks. 


Occasionally the Postmaster forwarding the 


application sends a letter telling the circum- 
stances of the delay in having the order 
cashed, and sometimes the applicant for a 
duplicate sends a letter to Dr. Macdonald, the 
superintendent, giving an explanation of the 
case. 

Just Saved the Orders. 

Such an explanation came four years ago 
from the executor of a German Bishop, in the 
interior of Pennsylvania. Hesentin a bun- 
dle of money orders which were found in the 
Bishop’s desk. He said that there was a 
Bishop’s fund to which the congregation in 

diocese contributed, and many of the re- 
ittances were sent by money orders. These 
money orders the Bishop put into one of the 
pizeon hoies of his deak, and they accuinu- 
ated there unpaid until his death. 

A great many people do not know that lost 
money oraers can be duplicated. They think 
that a lost noney order, like a lost bank note, 
is beyond redemption. And many people 
would not take the trouble to apply fora du- 
plicate of an order forasmalisum. Still 
seme very old money orders come in for du.- 
plication almost every week. A few days ago 
three orders dated 1869 came in for duplica- 
tion, and within the past two weeks an order 
of the date of 1866 has been received. All 
these orders were accompanied by formal ap- 
plications. Nothing is known of their history. 

Until four years ago the money order busi- 
ness was profitable and had been profitable 
since the establishment of the systern—1864 
The reduction in the rates charged is responsi- 
ble for the deficiency in the iast four years. 
The Superintendent claims a protit on postal 
notes in the year 1891. As the entire tee for 
the postal note is given to the Postmaster who 
issues it, this profit represents the number of 
postal notes which have not been presented 
for payment. 

The postal note has a limit of three months. 
After that the original note will not be paid. 
It must be sent in to the money order office 
for duplication. Unlike the money order, it 
cannot be duplicated if it is lost or destroyed. 
The money order is invalid a year after the 
date of issue, but it can aiways be duplicated, 
even if it is at the bottom of the sea. 


The Serpentine Dance of Old Nile

Strange Story of a Royal Government Over

him, and started along the shore. Following 
came twelve others, roughly clad in the garb 
of fishermen and lumbermen, bearded for the 
most part, but with their eyes and faces lit 
by the fervor of fanaticism. .

of reason or fact. Coming west to 
Wisconsin, faling under ‘the 
influence of- Mormon _ teaching, the 
opportunity for personal advancement, per- 
haps more than the doctrine of the saints, 
moved him to join the then persecuted body. 
After the death of the prophet, Strang, who 
was absent at that time, appeared at Nauvoo 
with a letter purporting to have been written 
by — Smith nine days before that event, 
in which he foretold his early martyrdom and 
named — as his successor. This was 
pronounced a forgery by the church digni- 
taries and the future king was expelled from 
the organization. | 

He then-started out on his own account to 
establish an opposition branch of the Latter 
Day Saints. He made temporary headquarters 


at a place he called Voree, where he dug up

three brass plates, as the Prophet Joseph 
previously done, which, with the aid of hisown 
private Urim and Thummim, he translated, 
making them the basis of the Strangite re- 
— In the early forties he removed. his 
followers to Beaver Island, and in 1854 his 
converts there numbered over 1,200. At this 

riod he was at the height of his prosperity. 

® supported a harem—the ruins of which 
now make a somewhat picturesque pile—con- 
taining five wives. He took to himself the title 
of “King,” and insisted on being addressed 
as James I. He laid out roads, built a saw- 
mill, owned aschooner or two, and projected a 
system of public improvements which reflect 
great credit on his ability as an enterprising 
and hustling despot. The island is studded 
with nine small lakes, some of them being 
sixty feet above the level of Lake Michigan.

procession stopped. : 

The sullen prisoner was triced up by the 
hands and his back laid bare. This wasdeftly 
done, for the four who had him in charge 
were sailors, with all the sailor's readiness 
" witha rope. There was a pause. One of the 
twelve who were known as Apostles then 
said: ** Let the sentence of the law be Carried 
out, to the glory of the King and . true 
word.” Another of the twelve, a grizzled 
and brawny old man with a malice which his 
apparent zeal for the cause could not disguise, 
selected a lithe, green cane, and, setting him- 
self firmly on his feet, swung it aloft. With 
a snaky hiss it clove the air and brought out 
an answering red welt across the back of the 
shuddermg = prisoner. The old man was 
strong and the stick was tough and 
before. many minutes the prisoner’s back 
was a furrowed and quivering mass of bloody 
flesh. He ground his teeth and swore in 
grunts, but there was nothing of recantation 
in it. Then his knees gave way, and: the 
bloodthirsty and panting patriarch desisted. 
The prisoner, then in asemi-conscious state, 
was cut down. One of the more merciful 
went to the lake and procured water for the 
fainting .man. He was revived and sat up, 
moaning and cursing, while the little band 
looked on. One helped him cover his wounds 
with his shirt, and he staggered to his feet and 
slunk off into the bush, his jaws set in rago 
and with murder in his heart. 

Little was said among those who rémained.

The people of the island were lumbermen, 
farmers, and fishermen. ‘Their progress ex- 
cited the jealousy of the inhabitants of the 
mainiand, from Mackinaw to Petoskey, but it 
was over the last named vocation that the real 
trouble commenced. The fishermen of the 
surrounding shores had been inthe habit of 
setting their netsin Beaver Island waters, a 
location which was naturally claimed by the 
Mormons. These territorial disputes ied 
to the despoliation of nets on both 
sides and the step from ‘this to 
nattical warfare, with an _ occasional 
killing, was a short one. Bloodshed becaine 
by no means infrequeut. .It is difficult at this 
time to get at the facts, as anti-Mormon sen- 
tient still exists in great virulence on the isl- 
and, and the so-called Mormon outrages are 
the only ones reported by the descendants of 
the Gentile combatacts. It was probably a 
ease of giveand take, although the islanders 
being organized and under an inteiligent 
leader were more frequently the victors. 
Even when the little -war was at 
its height a few Gentiles lived on the 
island—tive or sixinall. These were ordered 
to depart. Failing to obey, two brothers were 
esuzht, and one who resisted was killed. His

body was putin a boat and his heart was cut 
out, waved aloft in sight of the others on shore 
in a suggestive way, and then thrown tu the 
fishes. A few remarks were made tending to 
stimulate emigration. The other brother was 
compelled to sit on the body of the murdered 
mnan and row the party of assassins back to 
St. Jane’s Harbor. 

Such is a sample story told today of . the do- 
ings of the Saints. Stories of wrecking 
schooners, false beacon lights,and the murder 
of crews offer an inviting ficld to the morbid 
investigator. | 

The Strang form of royal government would 
make an interesting study in itself. He ruled 
with a strong arm, but about the time he had 
fully established himself as a leading and pop- 
ular monarch he was arrested on the charge 
of high treason and taken to Detroit on the old 
government steamer Michigan fortrial. He 
pleaded his own. cause, alleging! that he 
claimed to be a King only in a spiritual way— 
which was not true—and was acquitted. On 
returning to the island with his vindication in 
his pocket he resumed imperial sway. Sev- 
eral subjects who had fallen off in some mat- 
ters of allegiance were flogged by royal de- 
cree. A conspiracy against him had been 
hatching for scme time, and his severity gave 
it fresh impetes. The flogging recounted 
above was the last. The victim of it, 
Thomas Bedford, with one Alec Wentworth as 
an accessory, stepped out from behind a wood- 
pile and shot the hing as he was standing on 
his pier about to take a boat and go off to the 
steamer Michigan, which was anchored in St. 
James’ harbor. Two wourds were inflicted, 
from which he died ten days afterward. Be- 
fore he died he gathered a number of his fol- 
lowers and started back to Voree, whith was 
reached just priortohisdeath — 

Then the Gentiles had their inning. Those 
Mormons who remained were besct by great 
numbers who set sail for the island as soon as 
word rea@hed the coast settlements of the 
death of the *‘King.’’

fluences. The inhabitants number now about 
a thousand, all but a very few being [Irish. 
Having for the greater part been colonized 
direct from Ireland, they have retained mapy 
of the habits and customs of the old country. 
The people are cheery and hospitable and 
wholly unspoiled by sunimer tourists, who 
have been iimited thus far to a dozen or two 
in the memory of the oldest inhabitant. One 
of the features of the island is the puzzling 
recurrence of the name of Gallagher. It was 
Bowery Gallagher who stepped up and offered 
the free use of his Mackinaw boat as soon as 
communication was established on landing on 
the St. James pier. It was Neil Gallagher 
who placed his horse and brake at the dis- 
posal of the bewildered tourist. It was still 
another Gallagher who threw wide open the 
doors of his ice-house on picnic days, and 
a crowd of Gallaghers, big and little, were 
ever ready to point out the favored 
fishing spots or beara hand at the oar. And 
at the head of all the Gallaghers is Father 
Gallagher, a cultured gentleman of independ- 
ent fortune, who endures an exile in a truly 
missionary spirit, and whose fatherly interest 
in the little island parish is very close and 
personal—extending, in fact, the paternalism 
of his priestly office to the temporal affairs of 
the people as well, 


WEALTHY, BUT ALSO ALIFE CONVICT. 


He Said He Would Kill Two Men and He 
Kept His Word—Luxurious Prison Cell. 
Jackson, Mich., Sept. 29.—[Special Cor- 

respundence. }]—A State prison convict worth 

$100,000 is a little out of the ordinary. Yet 
such is Charles Wright, No. 4,789, a life man 
at the Michigan State penitentiary. 

Wright is a fine looking man of 30 years. 


He came to the prison from Benzie County, 


Northern Michigan, a little less than three 
years ago. He was one of the most prosper- 
ous busivess men in that part of the State, 
having made a fortune in the lumber busi- 
ness. He and his-brother, as partners, operat- 
ed extensive milis. Late in 1889 two officers 
of the law proceeded to attach certain logs in 
order to compel the company to pay taxes. 
Wright requested them to attach a neighbor- 
ing pile of lumber rather than she logs, as at- 
taching the logs would close down the mills 
and result disastrously. They not acquiescing 
he made the request take the form of a de- 
mand, and said he would shoot them if they 
persisted in serving process on the logs. 
They came back in tne evening and attached 
the logs, feeling that this was the only way the 
firm could be brought to time. 

**You remember what I told you,” were 
Wright’s words, uttered in the coolest man- 
ner possible. 

** To blazes with you,’’ was the only re- 
sponse, and Wright, drawing a six-shooter he 
had just purchased, shot one man dead, then 
the other. 

At the prison Wright’s conduct 1s excellent. 
His cell, one of the larger and lighter kind, 
has an oil stove init. He does most of his 
own cooking, and his wealth enables him to 
have mary delicacies. If he wants extra to- 
bacco he has no trouble about getting it. He 
probably lives better than many men who en- 
joy liberty. His cell is finely furnished. His 
bed is a comfortable one, there are paintings 
on the walis and rugs upon thé hard floor. 

Wright now has full charge of the big Web- 
ster wagon contract. He is an expert lumber 
buyer and his purchases of lumber are so 
shrewd that he saves his employers a great 
deal of money. 

His legal expenses have beeneg$20,000 so far 
and his attorneys have just decided to take the 
case to the Unitea States Supreme Court.

“CAMPING” IN A DESERTED HOTEL 
AT SAN JUAN-BY-THE-SEA. 


Aristocratic Members of the Party Con- 
vert Barrels Into Toilet Tables, but 
the Madame and Others Are Satisfied 
with What They Could Get Without 
Labor—How the Union League of Los 
Angeles Buried “ Dull Care ”"—Bull Fight 
in Which the Animal Proves Victor. 


San Juan-By-THE-Sea, Cal., Sept. 24.—[Spe- 
cial Correspondence. ]—All good things in 
California once dated from the time it was 
conquered by the Americans; now everything 
dates from the “boom.” It is not as ro- 
mantic a milestone, but it is fully as historic. 
Its monuments stand all over Southern Cali- 
fornia, chief among them the hotels, well- 
built affairs, mostly after the seaside model, 
and altogether too pretentious for the places 
in' which they were located, unless these ab- 
surd localities should have increased marvel- 


ously in inhabitants or come into populanty 


as resorts, as of course their founders intended 
they should, 

It is in one of these deserted caravaosaries, 
the one which together with the Santa Fé depot 
supports the name of San Juan, a town which 
was a town only during the boom—it is in 
this hotel that Mme. Modjeska made her sum- 
mer home, having left her picturesque ranch 
in Santiago cafion the later part ®f June. 
The building was put in order for her coming, 
and only needed furniture and people to make 
it-a comfortable “‘camping out’? place. For 
that is all that the madame and the others in 
her party pretended todo, It was not a fash- 
ionable resort. There was no occasion to 
dress, and so decoration and toilet were alike 
secondary considerations to the sea bathing 


and the excursions up and down the coast in 


search of odd shelis or fishing, or an occa-

He then 
commanded his retainers to at once seize the 
intruder. The maskers made a rush into the 
¢rowd and svon had a victim in the person of a 
jolly little fellow with a front on bim like St. 
Nicholas, who turned out to be the County 
Coroner—truly a fit victim. Despite his 
laughing protests he was hurried into another 
room to prepare for the sacrifice. 

In a few moments the procession reap- 
peared, and, headed by a brass band, started 
for the shore of the sea, about a hundred 
yards away. Above the shoulders of four 
men was seen a bier on which reposed the 


‘body of the victim (in effigy), and we all 


poured out on the sands to see the fun. Just 
where the great waves of the Pacific boomed 
thunderously in, this weird procession halted 
and planted its blazing tridents and harpoons 
about the supposed victim. 
The sonorous vuice of the leader was again 
heard above the breakers, the band ceased its 
mournful dirge, the eulogium of Dull Care 
was pronounced, and at last the sword was 
raised to give the fatal blow: the blade 
descended with terrific force, the head was 
severed from the body, and instantly a fright- 
ful combustion ensued. The body was con- 
structed of fireworks, gunpowder, bambs, and

Pathetic Scenes Mark the Religious Serv- 
ices of the Deaf and Dumb. 
Pathetic are the scenes witnessed every 


Sunday afternoon at religious services held 


by the deaf and dumb in the First Methodist 
Church. The attendance averages 250. There 
are gray-haired men and women, with forms 
bowed by years and features furrowed by 
care. They stand on the brink of the grave, 
after a life into which neither speech nor hear- 
ing has entered. A perpetual regret hangs 
over them—an insatiable longing for speech 
and hearing. Through all the dim-lighted 
avenues of hope they have wandered, only to 
find a doorless labyrinth. 

Fresh-faced young men in the prime of life 
sit. there and beautiful girls just budding into 
womanhood, with love’s light gleamimg in 
their bright eyes, but all speechless and with- 
out hearing. 

Children carelessly and cheerily talk’ with 
each other on their tingers in the pitiable lan- 
guagé of mutes, too young to realize the fear- 
ful shortage in faculties they will labor under 
in the fierce race of life. They appreciate 
not that they are fragments. of humanity 
turned loose on a world. 

All ages are there with ears which hear not 
and tongues which speak not. 

The preacher preaches, not audibly, but 
with his fingers, aided by the changing feat- 
ures of ms face and the swaying mo- 
tions and expressive postures of the body. 
The looks on the faces of the assembly are 
touching. The most profound silence pre- 
vails. At intervals a sort of struggling, squeak- 
ing sound is heard, as some spectator, im- 
pressed by the preacher’s forceful words, 
strives to burst the barriers and articulate his 
feelings. Every face is a study. Every feat- 
ure is strained. No eye leaves thé fingers, 
face, or form cf the preacher. Many fingers 
unconsciously move in duplication of the let- 
tering of the preacher, or in commenting on 
his silent sentences.

A REMARKABLE MAN OF GEORGIA. 


Lawyer, Wit, Coward, Drunkard, Gambler, 
and Judge. 

New York Adrertiser: A famous man in 
the history of Georgia was John M. Dooly, 
lawyér, wit, and coward. He is the only man 
of prominence in bis generation who declined 
to fight a duel, frankiy acknowledging that he 
was afraid he might be killed, and who still 
enjoyed public respect anu held public office. 
He was aremarkable character, as that fact 
alone, if duly appreciated, demonstrates fully. 


He was born about 1772, and lived in a time 


when “the code” was uuiversally approved 
by popular sentiment. To refuse a challenge 
—except in Dooly’s case, and then only be- 
cause he was John M. Dooly—meant social 
ystracism and political death. 

Not only that, but Dooly’s political faith 
kept him in a minority all his life, and he was 
acwually kept in office by a majority of his up- 
ponents, and this at a time when party feeling 
was so strong in Georgia that it frequently re- 
sulted in bloodshed. Again, he was a drunk- 
ard and a gambler, but despite all that he was 
elected over and over again to one of the high- 
est judicial offices in the State. 

To this day in Georgia a guod story is made 
specially interesting by attributing it to Judge 
Ddoly. His fame as a wit is part of the 
State’s history, and four or five generations 
have laughed with never-failing appreciation 
to the recital of his ideas and bits of 
humorous philosophy. He came of a wealthy 
family, but his education was sadly negiected. 
He was remarkably ugly, and he dresssd—as 
he talked and lived—with supreme contempt 
fot fashions and aristocratic pretensions. He 
was a wonderfully intellectual man, born a 
judge of law, and intorruptible. There was 
nothing of the demagogue about him, for his 
popularity was by no means confined to 
people of the lower classes. 


firat one, for there were two or three—which 
Dooly declined to accept. 

It came from Judge Tait, a leading politi- 
cian. Dooly, upon investigation, learned that 
Tait was a splendid pistol shot, a man of des- 
perate courage. Thereupon Dooly made 
answer, ingeniously playing upon a_ well- 
known proviso of the code, that as Judge 
-Tait had had the misfortune to lose one leg, 
and wore a wooden substitute, 
possible for them to fight on equal terms, as 
he had two sound legs. 

“You have wholly misunderstood the pro- 
vision of the code,” was the substance of 
Judge Tait’s reply. “The discrepancy oper- 
ating against me, as lam acripple, you can- 
not shelter yourself behind this excuse, for I 
most inequivocally refuseto claim or to al- 
low any exemption,on account of my mis- 
fortune in having only one leg.”’ 

* You have wholly misunderstood the posi- 
tion I assummed,’’ replied Judge Dooly. ‘The 
wooden leg is in your favor. I must expose 
mord of my body to danger than you will or 
can expose. Therefore I deline to fight.” 

Later, in the course of a lengthy corre- 
spondence, Dooly was forced to agree to 
fight, but icsisted that he should be allowed 
to put one of his legs in a wooden bee-hive 
to offset Judge Tait’s wooden leg. So ably 
and persistently did Dooly argue his position 
that there: was a halt in the preliminaries, 
and the whole State began laughing 
at the ridiculous alternative presented. Tait 
regarded the proposition as undignified and 
disgraceful, but determined to make a bloody 
fight, even under the conditions hie had named. 
Thereupon Dooly’s valor collapsed, and the 
correspondence on his part was dropped. 
The duel didn’t occur. 

Judge Tait was so indignant over the affair 
that he formally notified Dooly that he should 
** publish him ”’ as a coward. 

** Indeed,”’ replied Dooly, * you may do so, 
if ‘you will, in every gazette in Georgia. for I 
would rather fill a dozen newspapers than to 
fill one coffin.”’ 

In Miller’s “ Bench and Bar of Georgia”’ it 
is felatea of Dooly that. ‘‘on one occasion he 
entered into a room where.a faro bank was in 
operation while he was Judge and insisted on 
putting an end to the demoralizing practice 
by winning all their money, and thus bank-

*“* What reformation does professional base- 
ball stand in need of?’ | | 

** Well, there is the desecration of the Sab- 
bath; that ought to bestopped.

The Benefits of Its Baths Are Not of Lat- 
ter Day Discovery, for the Romans 
Knew of Their Curativé Powers—Ele- 
gance in the “ Friedrichsbad "—Early 
Morning Gatherings at the Trinkhalle 
~The Beautifal Surrounding Country 
Hardly Needs Man's Adorning Touch. 

Baden Baden, like so many other European 
watermg places which in modern ‘times are 
noted health resorts, was Known to the old 
Romans, and its healing waters were used by 
them in curing many of the ills which flesh is 
heir to. 

In excavating for the construction of the 
older of the present bath-houses extensive 
remains of the ancient ones were discov- 
ered. Just below that spot an imposing 
edifice, with the most sumptuous appoint- 
nients for bathmg, was begun in 1869, 
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which, when finished, made it one of the 
most complete establishments of the kind 
in the world. The Friedrichsbad, as it is 
called, is an imposing renaissauce building, 
ornamented on the exterior with statues and 
other embellishments. Within one finds 
rooms of exquisite neatness, and the white 
marfble baths, filled with the unusually clear 
mineral water (to which is sometimes added, 
by prescription of a physician, the odorous 
pine extract), are most refreshing to the 
bather. 

Lounges are arranged, where the patient 
takes a short siesta after leaving the bath and 
drinks a glass or more of the water from the 
spring as directed. 

. The high natural temperature of these 
waters is what gives them their chief efficacy, 
though they are to a certain extent impreg- 
nated with salt, and there are alsoslight traces 
of arsenic to be detected. They flow very 
abundantly, yielding more than 100 gallons a 
minute. It is estimated that not less than 
40,000 persons visit this resort every year, thie 


greater part of whom go there to take a course ° 


of baths. 

At. the trinkhalle crowds assemble in the 
early morning from 7 to 8, when they come to- 
gether to drink the water while a band dis- 
courses sweet music. There is also music 
three times a day at the conversationhaus, and 
Sunday afternoons particularly a gay throng 
is sure to be met there who come from the 
neighboring towns seeking amusement for 
their holidays. 

The interior formerly contained the saloons 
used for gaming tables, and they’were gor- 
geovsly fitted up. At present they furnish 
room for balls, concerts, and other entertain- 
ments of that nature, and are always much 
frequented. At night they present a brilliant 
appearance. 

For asmall sum the visitor at Baden may 
be admitted to all the privileges|of the place, 
and the music of itself 1s more than, worth this 
small fee. 

A bazaar containing a variety of articles cal- 
culated to attract the eye of the stranger ik in 
near proximity to the conversationhaus. But 
let one beware of these seductive wares, for 
the proprietors know well how to lay snaresto 
catch the unwary purchaser. 

In former days this was the great gambling 
center of Europe, where, Feo $ ged. and en- 
ticed by such fascinating surroundings, so 
many men were lured to their ruin. But, 
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situated on the duMmit of the Battert, are 
picturesque in extreme, and the great 
antiquity of a part of the structure, 
dating from the third century, adds not a 
little to the inte they inspire.

valley of the Rhine is superb, and 
tower, which. is accessible by stairs, a still 
more extensive lookout is gained. An old 
Roman watchtower, still in good preservation, 
is one of the objects of interest in this vicin- 
ity, and, with its dark background of pines, is 
a conspicuous object in the foreground as one 
looks down upon the broad valley beyond.

It rises from the elevated 
Michaelsburg, as a memorial to a Rouma- 
nian prince who died at this resort in 1863, and 
is resplendent with gold; marble, and paint- 
ings. The ornate service of the Greek ritual 
is an imposing one, and the wonderful voices 
of the men who are trained to sing so har- 
moniously without the aid of any instrument 
is a marvel to the unaccustomed ear. 

Baden, like most of the German watering 
places, has had the reputation of being an 
expensive resort, But though the most fash- 
ionable - hotels are costly, there are 
many where one can be most 
comfortably accommodated at a moderate 
sum, and the cuisine at most of therm is very 
good. Througbout the continent the cookery 
is apt to assume the French style, though the 
menu contains a‘ mixture of Gérman and 
French dishes. The Zahringerhof, one of the 
older houses, has an attractive garden laid out 
in terraces, which, with its array of fruit 
trees and clustering vines, has quite a home- 
like aspect. Baths are also attached to the 
house, but with the Friedrichsbad so near at 


| hand one is tempted to take the additional 


trouble and enjoy the more luxurious ones to 
be found there. 

Unlike the French, most of the German ho- 
tels have a midday dinner, and one 1s expect- 
ed to drink wine instead of beer at this meal, 
which is a surprise to the stranger, who looks 
upon the latter asthe unfailing beverage of 
the German people on all occasions. Prub- 
ably a pecuniary consideration accounts for 
this decree of the proprietors, or it may be 
that the guests are thus duly prepared for the 
drinking of toasts, which seem an adjunct of 
every public gathermg of this sort, and the 
name of the Kaiser is never forgotten by 
these loyal citizens when the cup is p 
around, 


Along the green banks of the Cos, scarcely | 


more than a brook, thuugh it is dignified by 
the name of river, is an array of hotels, more 
or less attractive, the resorts to a great degree 
of different nationalities. The Jewish race is 
well represented at a few of these, and, as 
usual, they select those with fine appointments 
and are evidently among the well-to-do por- 
tion of the guests.

The freshness of its verdure, as 
one aseends the left bank of the Ors and 
strikes into the much frequented Lichten- 
thaler Allée shaded by its grand old line of 
oaks, maples, and limes, the greensward 
dotted with flower-beds and sprayed by fount- 
ains, allcombine to make a vivid picture not 
easily effaced from the memory.

Carrier Pigeons in Newspaper Service. 

Carrier pigeons played interesting parts in the 
newspaper work of the recent elections in Great 
Britain. Important candidates in out of the way 
country districts poorly provided with telegraphic 
facilities, as Mr. Gladstone’s Midlothian district, 
were accompanied in their tours by newspaper 
men provided with carrier pigeons. The report- 
ers who went withi}Mr. Gladstone had a regular

ers wrote their reports on thin. tissue sheets, 
“flimsy,”’ and passed them to the pigeon man. 
The sheets were attached to the pigeons’ legs by 
rubber bands and the birds set free. The birds 
performed excellent service in carrying the mat- 
ter to neighboring cities or telegraph centers, as 
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Cistercian nuns still occupy the convent. In 
the church is the tomb of the Margravine whv 
founded it, and adjoining is a mortuary chapel, 
where lie the remains of ‘several Margraves, 
the stury.of whose exploits handed down in 
legendary tales reveals the wild and warlike 
character of thuse times.

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CHARMING RESORTS WITHIN EASY 
REACK OF SAVANNAH, GA, 


Tybee Island with Its Beautiful Drives, 
Five Miles of Splendid Beach, and In- 
teresting Historical Associations—Rem- 

 fmiseences of the Revolutionary War 

Pientiful in the Neighborhood—Bon- 
aventure, “City of the Silent,” and Its 
Ancient Oaks. vid 

There are so many localities in the South 
Teplete in historic associations and so many 
places of picturesque beauty unknown to 
those who live in other sections of the country 
that occasional descriptions of some of these 
may not be uninteresting to the general read- 
er. ‘Take, fur instance, some of the islands 
that dot the rivers and the coast contiguous to 
Savannah, Ga. 

Tybee Island, it is true, is a Southern seaside 
resort of established repute, yet how few are 
familiar with its traditions and the attractions 
it possesses. It is situated at the mouth of the 
Savannah River. The route from the city takes 
in a fall view of the harbor and is swept by 
the continuous play of the ocean breezes. 
There are little towns and bluffs and planta- 
tions along the.line of the road of special at- 
traction to the tourist. There is Deptford, 
with its magnificent oaks stretching out their 
giant limbs, gracefully draped with soft moss. 
The beach at Tybee Island, five miles long, 
constitutes a sort uf solid roadway that over- 
looks the Tybee roads as well as the ocean. 
It has been pronounced by many as surpass- 
ung the beach at Cape May, and during the 
summer season presents ascene of life and 
beauty. , 

Tybee is one of the most important islands 
that skirt the South Atlantic coast, yet the 
period of its first settlement is not accurately 
known, but the most authentic information 
fixes it prior to the founding of Savannah. 
It was suppoged to be inhabited at the time 
by people from the South Carolina islands. 
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An incident which makes it memorable is the 
fact that John Wesley landed upon its soil 
and there offered up his first prayer in Geor- 
gia. Gregory records that as early as 1733 a 
lighthouse was erected on the island by 
Oglethorpe, and a picture of the tower.1s in 
the Public Record office in London. One of 
the eariiest of the fortifications built by 
the British in this country was erected there. 
It was expected to protect the entrance to 
the Savannah River. A prominent feature of 


the island is the Martello tower, which . stands, 


upon the north beach in proximity to the 
lighthouse. It was built towards the end of 
the last century by the government, of a sort 
of mixture or concrete of lime and oyster 
shells. 

The first. capture of a British vessel by an 
American man-of-war, in the early strugg'es 
of the colonies, took place off tins island. 
The first echo of guns that aroused the island 


| from its peaceful slumbers was in the fall of 


1779, when the English garrison at Fort 
Tybee was dislodged b the French. 
Pending the Civil War the isiand was 
refortified. The Confederate soldiers took 
possession in the dawn of the rebellion. It 
remained garrisoned until November, when it 
was evacuated, the move being hastened by 
the capture gf Port Royal by the Federal 
army, and it was made the base of Union op- 
erations in forcing the surrender of Fort Pu- 


aski. 
The ‘Isle of Hope,” in the Skidaway River 
about six miles from Savannah, was settled 
as early as 1737, just four years after the 
founding of that town. The village is in the 
shape of a horseshoe, four .miles from the 
ocean, fronting Skidaway Island on the op- 
posite shore. The points of interest in the 
neighborhood are the ruins of uw fortified resi- 
dence at *“‘ Wormsloe”’ and a battery erected 
on the southern extremity of the island dur- 
ing the civil war and manned by the Confed- 
erate troops assigned to the duty of protect- 
mg the coast. 

ust nine miles from the city, too, is Mont- 
gomery, dating back to 1801. The bluff on 
which it is built looks down upon the river, 
and in the distance affords a splendid view of 
the ocean. Theriver banks afford fine ave- 
nues, with overarching shades; thrown from 
rows of superb oaks,.and the waters in the 
vicinity teem with fish.

Emperor Nicholas’ Characteristics, 


Regarding the Emperor Nicholas ot Russia, 
with whom he had an interview at the Winter 
Palace, Lord Loftus says: 

There was something eminently imposing and 
grand abuut-the Emperor Nicholas, and, notwith- 
standing his sternness of expressidn, there was a 
cbarm ia his smile and in ‘kis manner which was 
very pleasing. He was a fine character, noble- 
hearted, generous. and much beloved by those in 
his intimacy. His severity was rather obligatory 
than voluntary; it arose more from his conviction 
that it was necessary to governand control his 
nation with a firm and vigorous hand than from 
any innate feeling of cruelty and oppression. The 
tragic death of his father, the Emperor Paul; the 
mysterious death of his elder brother, the Em- 
peror Alexander, in a remote town of the empire; 
and the troubles which threatened the accession 
to the throne on the abdication of his elder 
brother, the Grand Duke Constantine, could not 
fail of producing a hardening effect on a strong 
and vigorous mind and of disposing him, in gov- 
erning with an iron hand, to dispense with the 
velvet glove. 

The late King of Wirtemberg was “a very 
clever man and the best General in Germany,” 
according to Lord Augustus. 

Bismarck’s Early Promise. 

What Lord Augustus has to say about 
Prince Bismarck m 1853 is interesting and 
well worthy of quotation: 

A personage of some note even then, from the 


active part he had taken in the National Assem- 
bly at Frankfort, but who was destined later to 


pier. a brilliant part on the European stage, now 
took a prominent place in the direction of the 
foreign policy of Prussia. I refer to Otto von 

Bismarck, the Prussian representative at Frank- 
fort. He was a consistent and strenuous opponent 
of Austria, and his great ambition was to place the 
leadership of Germany in the hands of Prussia. 
I may here mention that at a dinner given in 
Londonin 1861 by Baron Brinnew to the Grand 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar, Herr von Bismarck, who 
was one of the guests, had a long conversauon 
with Mr. Disraeli, then leader of the Opposition. 
He then said that he should shortly be obliged to 
undertake the direction of the Prussian govern- 
ment; that his first duty would be to reorganize 
the army; that he would then take the first best 
pretext to declare war against Austria. to dis- 
solve the Germanic Diet, to overpower the mid- 
dle and smaller States, and to give a national 
unity to Germany under the leadership of Prus- 
sia. “lam come here,” he said, “ to say this to 
the Queen’s Ministers.” 

Mr. Disraeli’s remark on this extraordinary pro- 
gram, which was later literally fulfilled, was, 
**Take care of that man; he means what he says.”’ 

Further on Lord Augustus says: 

In private life he was genial, brilliant in con- 
versation, and well versed in historical facts and 
anecdotes. He was difficult of approach; but, 
when with him, it was difficult to get away. His 
misfortune was to have an ungovernable temper, 
which greatly marred the other fine qualities of 
his character. His fiery heen ongrony 4 prevented 
him from enduring any opposition to his will, and 
oftentimes destroyed the exercise of his judg- 
ment. Had he possessed the calm and equable 
temperament of Count Moltke, his other qualities 
w uid have shown with greater luster. In trans- 
acting business with him I found him extremely 
clear-sighted, seizing every point with remarkabie 
lucidity, and always selecting the proper word 
when expressing himself in English. He was a 
good friend, but a bitter enemy. He was haughty 
and arrogant in his manner, and unforgiv- 
ing and vindictive towards those who op- 
posed him: but, with all these defects, he has 
proved himself to be the most remarkable man of 
the age, and in future history will be regarded as 
the regenerator of Germany. 

Hostile to England. 

I always considered him to be hostile to En- 
gland, however much he may occasionally have 
indulged in admiration of her. He was jealous of 
her naval supremacy, of her commercial wealth, 
on tire moral power she exercised in the 
wor . 

On his first arrival at Frankfort his jealousy of 
the Austrian a remaeney of the Diet, and the sec- 
ondary part played by Prussia, gave rise to fre- 
quent irritation at the sittings of that body, even 
on trivial questions. To cite an instance, no mem- 
ber at the sittings of the Diet had hitherto en- 
joyed the privilege of smoking except the Presi- 
dents. Herr von Bismarck was an inveterate 
smoker, and was determined to break through a 
custom resting on no legitimate grounds, Seeing 
the President smoking one day he astonished his 
German colleagues by taking from his pocket a 
cigar and coolly asking the President for a light. 
For a time only Austria and Prussia smoked, but 
gradually Bavaria and the other German repre- 
sentatives were determined not to be outdone by 
the two great German powers, and all joined in 
the enjoyment of the fragrant weed. 

In conversation with Lord Augustus one 
day Prince Bismarck said ‘that he gloried in 
having no principles, for he observed that 
when you wish togain acertain object your 
principles cross your path and defeat your 
aim.’’ Which, I dare say, is what a good 
many politicians and diplomats think but 
hardly like to voice in public.

An Aristocratic Trio in Very Comfortable 
Quarters.

mitted to the court of England in the reign of 
Henry VIII. Under the present reign three 
dogs have been elevated to the highest canine 
dignities on account of their aristocratic fam- 
ilies and their own peculiar merits. The 
names of the aristocratic trio are Marco, Rey, 
and Spot. Marco is the Queen’s favorite, and 
he used to be very jealous of John Brown. 
His ancestry can be traced back to the cru- 
sanders. He is what they call in Englanda 
Pomeranian, and atone of the recent dog 
shows he won the first prize, the mug of hon- 
or. The other favorite, Roy; is a collie, and 
Spot is a fox terrier, with a record of twenty- 
two rats in a quarter of an hour. 

These canine lords have their residences 
with their special names. Her Majesty’s dog
